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EVERYDAY ASTROLOGY 
CHAPTER I 
THE TWO SYSTEMS 


Astronomy is the science that deals with the 
physical phenomena of heavenly bodlics, their consti- 
tution, motion, attraction and the resultant manifes- 
tations which are porccptible to the physical eye. The 
eclipse, the new moon, and the full moon are illus- 
trations in point. 


Astrology however treats aboul the influence of 
those heavenly bodies—we mean the planets and the 
stars—on human life and affairs connected with it, 
It is a science in the sense that ils whole edifice is 
built on scientific data. It is an art in the sonse that 
man interprets the influence of these bodies on life. 


It is a much debated queslion whether the stars 
have any influence at all on human life, While we 
do not propose to concern ourselves with that contro- 
vetsy here, we may bo permitted to express our opinion 
that, judging from recorded facts and our own oxpe- 
rience, we are forced to the conclusion that the hea- 
venly bodies do exert a considerable influence on life in 
this world. Not only thai, they give us an inkling as to 
the nature of our past as well as fulure. It is the busi- 
ness of us mortals to be guided by such indications 
towards a better adjustment of our lives. 


_Astrology has been successfully handled both in 
India and in the West for several centuries. Like 
many other things the systems by which the ancients 
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predicted events both in. India and the West look 
different, But it is worthy of note that. the funda- 
mentals of both. the systems are identical and the 
results almost the same. It matters little therefore 
which system is followed, However, we have tried 
to: explain both the. systems in the pages. that 
follow. 
. AYANAMSA 

We can at the outset indicate where exactly these 
two systems differ. The distances of the planets. 
West-East are measured from a certain point in the 
celestial path called the Vernal Equinox or the First: 
Point of Aries which is considered by Indian astrono- 
. mers to be stationary or fixed. It has been pointed 
out: by Western astronomers that .this point is not’ 
‘stationary but moves back every year. about 1’ due’ 
to what is called the Precession of the Equinoxes. 
Hence they calculate in longitudinal or West-East 
distance of the planets from the retrogressed position 
of the First Point of Aries.. At present the retrogress- 
ion’ is.about. 23° 5'. jth os

Of course there will be the planets in this photo- 
graph. situated at different places, far and near, to- 
gether or opposite, It is the function of the astrologer , 
to interpret the language these bodies speak. 


While over-optimism is certainly to be discouraged 
as much as pessimism, caution on the part of individuals 
on the lines of astrological indications will considerably 
help them.in patterning out events after their hearts, 


CHAPTER 2 


THE ZODIAC AND THE PLANETS 


EVERYDAY we observe the Sun and the Moon rise in 
the East and set in the West. We have been taught, 
however, that the Sun is in reality stationary and 
what really moves is the earth and that too in the oppo- 
site direction. True, But we can éither forget that for 
the moment or choose to call the motion of the 
planets apparent motion, That will not make any 
difference as far as astrological calculations are con- 
cerned. 


If we watch the sky closely for a period extending 
to some months, we will find that the planets, par- 
ticularly the Sun and the Moon, move among the stars 
along a belt. That is to say they do not go beyond a 
certain width on either side of the central Tine of 
motion. We may add by way of information 
that all the other planets confine their lateral move- 
ments to this belt, 


The line along which the Sun moves is called the 
Ecliptic and the belt, which we have been speaking 
, about, extends to about 9° on cither side of this line, 
This belt is technically known as the Zodiac. 


SIGNS 


The Zodiac, by its nature, is circular in shape and 
is divided into twelve equal parts, for purposes of 
astrology, called Signs, which are named atter the 
imaginary figures which the stars form in each division. 
The Zodiac is represented by the chart in a horoscope. 


,,& In the Indian system the chart is either in the 
sotm of a square or oblong, whereas in the Western 
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system they draw the chart in the form of a circle or 
square,* 

Below are given, the names of the twelve signs both 
in the Indian and Western systems and their syinbols,

In viow of their observed 
effects on human affairs, astrologers have given them a 
separate entity. 

The last three planels have been discovered by 
Western astronomers comparatively lately, Pluto 
having been discovered as recently as 1930. It is not 
surprising thcreforc thy they are not mentioned in 
works of Indian astrology. “ We may however point out 


that the astrologers of ancient India have envisaged 
the appearance of new planets with the progress of time.

RETROGRESSION 


If you watch the lustrous heavenly bodies more 
carefully you will notice some non-conformist planets. 
among them, not following the pattern of march to the 
letter. We can notice their intransigence by marking 
their situation among the stars each night, , 


Closer examination will reveal that even among 
them the Sun and Moon form a class by themselves 
and others different. Among the non-luminaries too, 
team work or esprit de corps will be found lacking, 
although moving in the samc direction as the Sun and 
the Moon 

The Sun and the Moon, however, are not flagrant 
in the breach of the common law. ‘heir deviations 
are comparatively little and are explainable by the 
ellipticity of their orbits. Not so the’ others. They 
sometimes advance rapidly; then relax, come to a 
stop, afterwards reverse their motion and run back 
upon their former course, at first rapidly and thon 
slowly and come to a standstill, After a moment of 
indecision, their movement regains its original charac. 
ter, But since their advance motion is kept up, we 
have to conclude that their direct motion far excecds 
their retrograde motion. We can represent those 
temperamental quips and quirks on the part of the

non-luminaries by a graph by projecting them on a plane.

AB represents the plane of the ecliptic ; N is the 
node; DEFG are the stationary points, 


Since N is on the ecliptical plane it is clear that at 
that stage, the phenomenon, technically called retro- 
ression or vakra is independent of the view from which 
it is seen, This deduction can be confirmed by cal- 
culation. It can be explained that the geocentric view 
can only be in sections, and that their angular and 
linear motions will be confounded, of necessity, and 
that only the lateral deviations, which are not, how- 
ever, large, will be visible. Incidentally, too, it has 
been found by calculation that the interval between 
two successive passages of the planet along the same 
node and the intervals between stages are constant, 
irrespective of whether the planet is direct or retro- 
gressive at the times of their passage along the node. 


The above facts conclusively prove that the 
complexity and irregularity of their behaviour will 
vanish if viewed from their natural centres of orbits. 
‘Sun being the centre of our universe, a helio-centric 
view will naturally completely obliterate these oddities 
on the part of the planets. There will result one 
common law of motion which will govern the luminaries 
as well, In reality it is so. One thing emerges from 
the above, namely, that the planets by themselves are all 
tight and quite normal in their motions. What makes 
them different at intervals, is the view from our carth, 

Reversing the above argument, we get, that, the 
tays of these planets or their cosmic influences fall 
‘apon us with a slant at times and our ancients inter- 
preted these as creating different effects at those 
stages, as will be explained later. 


CHAPTER € 


HOUSES AND THE PLANETS 


We shall describe in this chapter what the different 
houses stand for, the nature of the signs and planets 
and the relation: between them. . 


When a child is born or an event takes place, one 
of the twelve signs of the zodiac will be rising on the 
Eastern horizon. To be more precise, a certain point 
or degree of a sign will be rising, That rising sign is 
called the Ascendant or Lagna. The orientation to the 
child’s nature and life or those of the event will largely 
depend upon this rising point. 


* The whole sign in which the rising point occurs is 
called the First House in the Indian system, The next 
sign will be the Sccond House, third sign from the 
rising sign the Third House, etc. Hence it follows that 
each house will measure thirty degrecs. In the Western 
system, however, the houses aie not all cach thirty 
<legrees, They vary according to the latitude of the 
place and time, Usually in cquatorial places they 
will nearly be equal io thirty degrees cach, As the 
latitude increases, a single house may contain nearly 
two signs. Another important difference is this. In 
the Western system, the First House commences from 
the point of rising and extends upto the point where 
the Second House begins. In other words a house 
may begin in the middle of a sign and end in the 
middle of the next sign, Therefore according to the 
Western system the houses and signs have quite 
different entities.

Houses 1 to 8 relate to one’s material life ; g to r1 
to religious or moral life and the xath the other world, 
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According-as these obtain in a horoscope, one should, 
predict one's material, moral or other life,

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STRENGTIL OF PLANETS 


According to the Indian system of astrology the 
strength of planets increases in the following ordor ~~ 

Ketu, Rahu, Saturn, Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, 
Venus, Moon and Sun. : 

Generally speaking, the plancts are strong while 
in houses of exaltation, own houses of fricnds or 
angles. 

In particular Mercury and Jupiter are stronger in 
the rst House, the Moon and Venus are strong in the 
4th House, Saturn in the 7th House and the Sun and 
Mars in the roth. 
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The Sun, Jupiter and Venus are strong during 
daytime, while the Moon, Mars and Saturn are strong 
during night. Mercury is strong both at night and 
during day. Benefics are strong during the Moon’s 
waxing period and the malcfics are strong dming the 
waning period. 

Really speaking the strength of planets is cal- 
culated by quite a number of means, all of course 
depending originally upon their longitudes, The most 
important among them are called vargas. They are:

etc. All of them involve division of the house into 
2, 3, 9, I, 30 etc. parts and the finding of the tah ead 
position in those divisions.for which particular effects 
are predicted. In view of the fact that our time of 
birth in a majority oF casés happens to be rough, it is 
impossible to rely on the above effects. In actual 
practice therefore we recommend only (1) hora, 
(2)_dreshkana and (3) vavamsa. Planets occupying 
good places according to the above divisions may be 
said to be strong. 

Planets are strong when receiving benefic aspects 
from other powerful planets, adverse rays not affecting. 

Planets are weak when occupying hoyses of debili- 
tation (neccha), enemy houses, or 67 8, 12° But if 
these happen to be uehcha, own or friends’ or houses of 
oe. in navamsa chart, they become comparatively

¥ @ For instance a planet which is neecha in Lagha, 
kuidali but occupies uchcha in navamsa kundalt “will

CHAPTER 4 
WHEN WERE YOU BORN? 


In the followmg paragraphs a close-up of persons 
born during the different months of the Hindu calendar 
is given in broad outline. Although the positions 
of planets in the horoscope and the rising sign will 
have a say in the matter, the spirit of the following 
observations will remain substantially true. For the 
sake of guidance, the approximate English dates are 
also given, but wherever possible, the actual Hindu 
month should be taken. 


Month of Mesha (April 20 to May x19 approxi- 
mately): Peisons born during this month will be 
more famous than rich. They will be found to be 
competent in their work, They have an ambitious 
nature and a hula oe pee, Travel will be in 
their blood. One drawback in them, which however, 
is capable of rectification, is an excitable temperament. 
With initiative and drive, they must prove to be 
succéssful citizens, 


Month of Vrishab (May 20 to June ty approx.) : 
These pec will be mostly artists, musicians om 
artisans, Socially they will be a great success. They 
love good apparel and sweet aroma. Success lies for 
them in the direction of trades in the latter variety. 
But strange as if may seem, they feel like fish out of 
water in the company of women. Their drawback is 
slowness in action which again is more due to a love 
of ease than ineptitude. 


Month of Mithun (June 20 to July 19 approx.) : 
Pégsons born during this month wit be gen poiae: 
especially in the subjects of astrology, logic or litera- 
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ture, They have a critical faculty and provide 
formidable opposition for pseudo-knowledge to prosper. 
Their thirst for newer knowlege will be unsatiable. 
The goddess of wealth too favours them. If in the 
horoscope the Sun is strong, their quest for knowledge 
.and wealth will be something classical. 


Month of Katak (July 20 to Aug. 19 approx.) : 
This is an unfortunate position; for, persons born 
in this month are not rich asarule. To make matters 
worse, they have an independent nature which makes 
them, if only out of pique, disregard well-meant 
advice; and they have a very sharp intellect. 
Another unfortunate aspect of the whole thing is 
that they will have to work for others and never 
perhaps for their own, They will also for the most 
part be itinerant in their career. Sorrowfulness will 
cloud their life. 


Month of Simha (Aug. 20 10 Sept. 19 approx.) : 
Those born during this month will be great lovers of 
nature. They will try to spend all their lives, if they 
can, in jungles and mountains. Sometimes that 
love devolves on sheep and poultry. They have a 
strong constitution and keep robust health, If the 
$un is strong, they will bo great scholars and attain 
mastery over the sciences and arts. They have an 
inherent organising ability which should greatly help 
them in their lives, : 


* Month of Kanya (Spt. 20 to Oct. 19 approx.) : 
Children of ‘this month will be great intellectttals, 
They will be men of letters, musicians, artists, 
mathematicians, astrologers, poets; etc. They will 
be wordly to the core with an uncanny knowledge of 
the ways of men and things. They will be feminine 
in their personality and of delicate constitution. They 
Are likely to be a bit shy in’ the beginning, but once 
ithe ‘ice is broken, they will be sparkling with vivacity. 
Afethe Sun is strong in the horoscope, their efforts 
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will be directed towards making as much money as 
they could. 


Month of Thula (Oct. 20 10 Nov. 19 approx.) : 
The life of these people will, for ithe most part, have 
to be lived travelling. Further, in the course of their 
work, they may have to do things which do not conform 
to the accepted notions of propriety or picty. It surely 
sounds absurd to say at this time that they will be 
attracted by alchemy; but the old writers say as 
much as that. Probably it denotes some of its modern 
counterparts. A strong Sun however denotes 
courage. 


Month of Vrischik (Nov. 20 to Dec. 19 approx.) } 
Rashness with a capital R will describe the mentality 
of.these people. They are never in the habit of, not 
even out of mistake, reflecting on the consequence of 
a contemplated action. They will be adepts in ‘the 
use of weapons. They will earn money in not very 
proper ae and, sure as anything, such ill-gotten 
money will not be useful to their own needs. 


Mouth of Dhanu (Dec. 20 to Jan. 19 approx.) : 
These are the great people whom even yogis 
venerate. That mcans people of this month will he of 
excellent character and education. Financially they 
will be well off. They will have an abiding interest 
in medicine and sculpture. If the Sun be strong 
they will become successful busincssmen. 


Month of Makar (Jan. 20 to Feb. tg approx.) : 
Without any redeeming features in the horoscope, 
one must say that these people will always do things 
not eprraved by their social laws, that is, beneath 
their dignity. More often than not, they will be 
little educated. If they Happon to be businessmen, their 
business will not be conducted on honourable lines. 
Financially they will be none too good. Avaricious 
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by nature, they will always long for the properties of 
others. 


Month of Kumbha (Feb. 20 to Mar. 19 approx.) : 
When there are no redceming features in the horos- 
cope, the children of this month are not likely to 
enjoy life well, For one thing they will not be well 
off financially. The profession they follow will be 
below par, 4.2., not the one accepted as class. They 
are not likely to inherit much property either. They 
will be childless or they will not enjoy the good things 
of life through them, if they have. 


Month of Meena (Mar. 20 io April x9 approx.) : 
Those born in this month will live either by agri- 
culture, or trade in the things that are found to grow 
under water like pearls, fish, salt, etc. Their partners, 
wives, will be of great assistance to them in their 
walks of life, 


CHAPLER 5 
PERSONS BORN IN EACH SIGN AND NAVAMSA 


WE now proceed to give the descriptions of persons 
born when the different signs are rising, in other 
words, the persons born in the different /agnas. The 
details given here should not be taken as absolute ; be- 
cause they are apt 10 be modified by ihe presence of 
planets in the signs or the influences of other planets 
in the different paris of ihe horoscope.

CHAPTER 6 
NAKSHATRAS (Asterisms) 


Ir has already becn mentioned that the longitudinal 
distances of planets are measured from the First 
Point of Aries and that they will be expressed as so 
many degrees in the Western system. In the Indian 
system a slightly modified technique is adopted. 


The twelve signs of the Zodiac starting from the 
First Point of Aries are divided into twenty-seven 
equal parts called Nakshatras or asterisms in English 
parlance. Each of them has a different name in both 
the systems. The different planets will be recorded 
as remaining in one asterism or another according to 


its position.

‘ In the Indian system the asterism in which the 
Moon is situated at the time of birth has great signi- 
ficance. What is generally called the Janma Nah- 
shatra is nothing but this position of the Moon, Every 
Hindu knows his Nakshatva and never forgets it for 
life. In the absence of any other data, the Janma 
Nakshatra alone would do for astrological calculations.

It will have been clear by now that (x) each sign 
contains 2} asterisms and (2) each asterism is 13° 20” 
extant. Now for the sake of accuracy, cach asterism 
is sub-divided into four equal parts called Charanas or 
Padas, It gocs without saying that cach Pada or 
Chavana will be 3° 20’ extant. 


It has been found that when the Moon is passing 
over certain padas of certain nakshatras at birth, as 
detailed below, harmful results follow. 


If the Moon is in Aswini 1, Ashlesha 4, Makha x. 
- Jyeshitha 4 and Mula x (the number denotes padas) 
at birth, the child scarcely survives. The life of the 
mother or father also is in danger. If however it 
survives the teen age by other powerful combinations, 
the child will live upto a ripe old age in a halo of 
glory. ; 

If the Moon is in Jyeshtha 1, it denotes harm to the 
elder brother and Jyeshtha 2, to the younger brother,- 


CHAPTER 7 
CASTING THE HOROSCOPE (Preliminary) 


THE sine qua non of correct prediction is the accurate 
knowledge of the time of birth. It is of paramount 
importance to the student of astrology to ascertain, 
by deft questioning, if necessary, the time of birth as 
accurately as possible. If the prediction goes totally 
out of the mark, the cause can invariably be traced 
to incorrect time of birth, assuming of course, that 
otherwise the horoscope has been cast correctly. 
Five minutes may be insignificant ordinarily, but they 
make a world of difference in astrology. The student 
should never forget this. 


TIME OF BIRTH 


Before proceeding to cast the horoscope one must 
know what exactly is meant by birth time. Does it 
mean the onset of labour, the appearance of the child’s 
head, its complete appearance, the severance of, the 
umbilical chord, its first breathing or the first éry? 
Which of the above shall we take as representing’ ahs, 
correct birth time ? 


Much ink has been spilt over this problem and 
pioneers in the field like Leo have decided it for us 
after great research. The first cry is symptomatic. 
ft the commencing individual. existence of the child 
and the cry is usually associated with the first intake 
xf ait Hence the time of the first cry should be re- 
forte as the time of birth for purposes of 

strology. 

Of course delivery is not the time for calm thinking 
or watching. Conditions at that time would approxi- 
mate to chaos, All the same, cate should be taken to 
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record the time of the first cry with the‘help of a well- 
adjusted watch. 


The year, date and time of birth, and the latitude 
and longitude of the place of birth are all the necessary 
data for casting the horoscope either by the Indian 
or the Western Method. 


THE TepeMERIS \ 


In view, however, of the fact that there are in- 
numerable panchangs or ephemerides in India differing 
from province to province, both in terminology and 
detail 1t has been thought desirable to stick {o the 
Western method so far as Lhe mathematical portion of 
the horoscope is concerned and convert the horoscope so 
cast to the Indian system by subtracting the avanamsa 
of the year of birth from the longitudes of the houses 
and planets, This method is absolutely reliable and 
does not give room to confusion. All that one has 
to do is to find out the corresponding English date, 
in the event of the date of birth being recorded 
in terms of the Indian calendar, and work oul as 
described in the pages that follow. 


The most importanl requisites for computing a 
horoscope according to the Westorn melhod are (z)' 
Raphacl's Ephemeris for the year of birth which 
corresponds to the Indian panchang and (2) Raphael's 
Tables of Houses for Northern Latitudes, Though 
there are several ephemerides, Raphael’s is the most 
widely used and highly accurate. 


“An ephemeris is an account of the Geocentric 
places of the planets, and contains their Longitudes, 
Latitudes and Declinations,” wriles Raphael, Describ« 
ing his own ephemeris, he writes: ‘At the top of my 
ephemeris, you will find the latitude and declination 
of, V, i, b, 2, &, 2 and &, also the Moon’s nade, 
and the ‘Mutual Aspects’....‘The Mutual’ aspects

are thus called, because they are formed between the 
planets, and in contra-distinction to ihe ‘Lunar’ ones, 
or those formed exclusively by the >, which you will 
find at the right hand side of the lower part of the 
page. The Declinations you will require in calculations. 


“In the bottom segment of the page there is a 
column marked ‘Sidereal Time,’ this you must use 
in setting a Map of the heavens for any time by adding 
or subsiracting the time [rom Noon... 


“The second large column is the ©’s Longitude, 
also to be used to ascertain the position of the © in 
the Map, for this column shows the sign, degrees and 
minutes the © occupies that day ; the next column is 
the ©’s Declination, then the }’s Longitude, noon and 
midnight, also her Latitude and Declination for the 
same, her Latitude will not be wanted, and if you 
work by Logarithms as taught, it will be best to use 
the columns for the noon only, and leave those for the 
midnight alone. 


“On the 1ight hand page, the longitudes of the 
planets will be found, which show the sign, degree, 
and minute each planet occupies for every day of the 
month. These of course you will require, in order that 
you may know in what part of the map to place the 
planets.” (Key to Astrology). The positions of Pluto 
(eB) are given on page 39 of Raphael's Ephemeris. 


DEFINITIONS 


Let us explain the terms Longitude, Declination, 
Sidereal Time, etc. The positions of planets can be 
measured (I) along and above or below the ecliptic 
(2) along and above or below the celestial equator, 
It has already been explained that the path of the 
earth’s motion round the Sun is called the Ecliptic. 
Now if the geographical equator is “projected” on 
the heavens, that imaginary line will be called the 
Celestial Equator. 
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(a) Now the distance measured along the Ecliptic 
is called the Lougiiude of the planet. 


(b) The distance above or below the Ecliptic is 
called the Lattitude of the planet. 


(c) The distance measured along the Celestial 
Equator is called the Right Ascension, 


(d) The distance measured above or below the 
Celestial Equator is called the Declination of the planet, 


(e) The Sidereal Time is the same as (c) above; 
only this is expressed in hours whereas R.A, is ex- 
pressed in degrees. They are convertible at the rate 
of 15° per hour, 15’ equivalent r mt. and 15" equiva- 
lent to r second. 


In observatories there are “astronomical clocks” 
which register Sidereal Time. PA a we observe 
today a star at a certain place in the heavens and note 
down the time according to this astronomical clock, 
Tf we observe the time the next day when the same star 
reaches the same place, it will have completed exactly 
a4 hours according to this clock, If we do the same 
thing with the Sun, there will be found to be a di- 
screpancy ; the astronomical clock will show the time 
to be nearly 24. hours 4 minutes, The reason for this is 
that the earth has two motions (x) about its own axis 
and (2) along its orbit about the Sun. The cxtra 
four minutes is accounted for by (2). 


On any given day therefore the Sidereal ‘Time at 
noon may be anything from o hours to 23 hours 56 mts, 
A glance down the column earmarked for ‘Sidereal 
Time” in the ephemeris will corroborate the above 
statemént, Sidereal Time at noon is the same as the 
Right Ascension of the Meridian at mean noon. 


(f) What remains for explaining is the Tables of ; 
Houses. This is really a sort of ready reckoner which 
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gives the longitudes of ihe cusps of the different 
houses for a given moment of birth expressed in terms 
of the Sidereal Time, for different geographical lati- 
tudes. 


(g) The Standard Time is a time arbitrarily 
chosen for pwiposes of commerce, railways, elc., with 
a view to maintaining uniformity throughout a 
country. The ‘Standard Time for India is 54 hours 
in excess of the Greenwich Time. 


CHAPTER 8 
CASTING THE HOROSCOPE (Erection of Houses) 


THERE are two major operations in casting a horo- 
scope, (x) the erection of the houses or calculation 
of the cusps of the different houses, and (2) calculating 
the positions of the planets from the ephemeris, ‘By 
cusp we mean the commencing point of a house. 
The two major rules for these two operations are as 
follows :— 


(a) Calculate the houses for the true Local 
Mean Time and ‘ 


(b) Calculate planets’ places for the equi- 
valent Greenwich Mean Time. ; 


Let us deal with (a) in detail. In a majorily of 
cases, the time of birth, at least in recent times, is 
recorded in terms of the clock or watch we use ai home, 
te, in terms of Standard Time. When therefore the 
time of birth is stated in Indian Standard Time, it 
has first of all to be converied into Local Mean Time. 
The rules for the same will be as follows : -- 


(4) Subtract hrs. 5-30 from the slated Stand- 
ard Time, This will be the Greenwich Mean Time 


(4) Convert the longitude of the place of 
birth to hours, minutes, and seconds at the rate 
of 15°=2 hr.; r’=4 mtis.; 0” =4 secs. 

(iz) Add (2) and (#). The result will be 
the true Local Mean Time.,/

In the Indian method, the time of birth will be 
expressed as so many ghatis, vighatis, alter Sunrise. 
In such cases all that has to be done is (7) to convert 
these ghatis into hours and then (i) add the hour so 
calculated to the time of Sunrise at the place on that 
date as given in official reports or local calendars. 
This will represent the time of birth in Standard Time. 
Then proceed as above in order to find out the true

If, however, you are not able to find out whether a 
given birth time is the Standard or Local Mean ‘Time, 
it is safer to assume that it is Local Mean Time and 
proceed. 


It remains for us to calculate the houses for the 
true Local Mean Time as found above, In the ephe- 
meris, we have referred to the column devoted to 
Sidereal Time. This Sidereal Time is given for 
Greenwich noon, as in fact are all ihe other data. And 
we know that Raphael’s Tables of Houses gives 
the cusps of six houses for Sidereal hours for different 
latitudes. So, if we can convert the true Local Mean 
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Time as found above into corresponding Sidereal hours 
the work is almost finished. The rules therefor are 
as follows :— 


(4) Find the Sidereal Time for mean noon at 
the place of birth by reference to the Table of Correc- 
tion.* Subtract the correction tf the longitude is

To Finp THE HousEs 


After finding the R. A.M. C. for the given birth 
time, take hold of the Tables of Houses and turn 
the page for the latitude which is nearest to the latitude 
of birth.

Then scan the firsi column devoted to “Sidereal 
Time” which is the same as R. A, M. C, and look for 
he figures nearest to your R. A.M. C., because you 
rannot always get your exact R. A. M,C. Select two 
successive R, A. M.C.’s, one just below your figure 
and the other above. Alongside to the right will be 
found the longitudes of 6 houses in the order ro, 11, 
12, I, 2, and 3. Note these down separately, What 
you have to do now is to find the exact longitudes of 
those 6 houses for your R.A. M.C., by the simple 
method of Rule of Three. 


If however the difference between your R. A. M. C, 
and one of the two you have selected is very slight, then 
you can take the fignres for that nearest R, A. M.C.

CHAPTER 9 
CASTING THE HOROSCOPE (Fixing Planets) 


AFTER erecting the houses, it remains for us to insert 
the planets in the houses. It has already been stated 
that the planets should be calculated for the corresponding 
Greenwich Time. 


Now, for the whole of India the Standard Time is 
common which is hrs. 5-30 faster than Greenwich 
Mean Time. So all that has to be done is to subtract 
hrs, 5-30 from the Standard Time of birth, if in India, 


Tf, however, birth time is given in terms of Local 
Mean Time, the Greenwich Mean Time can be found 
by subtracting or adding the longitude expressed in 
hours. 


In the ephemeris the places of planets are given 
for Greenwich Mean Noon. From them and by finding 
the hourly motion of the planets on a particular day, 
the exact positions of planets can be found for times 
other than noon,

" Before proceeding further, we would like to show 
how from the previoys calculations, the horoscope 
according to the Indiari method can be deduced.

NavAmsa KuNnDALI 


It is evident from the above that the Rasi Kundali 
amounts only to a very roughly made figure in so far 
as the precise positions of the planets and cusps are con- 
cerned. With a view to greater precision the Indian 
system has evolved a more accurate form of recording 
these positions called Navamsa* positions. According’ 
to this method, every sign is divided into 9 equal parts. 
and each part has the rulership of those planets who 
rule over the complete signs in the natural order. To be 
more clear, if Mesha is divided into 9 parts, the rst part 
is ruled by the ruler of Mesha, 7.¢., Mars, the 2nd by 
the ruler of Vrishabh, i.c., Venus, etc. 


We therefore have to find in which of the 108 
divisions (9 x12) each longitude falls and accordingly

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place the planet or cusp of the ascendant in the different 
signs. For that purpose the accompanying Table of 
Navamsa will be useful.

ForTUNA AND THE INDIAN SYSTEM 


The Moon takes nearly thirty days to form two 
consecutive . conjunctions with the Sun, In other 
words it completes one circle of 360 degrees relative to 
the Sun in that time. In one day therefore it moves 12 
degrees farther from the Sun. To put it differently, 
the Moon moves faster than the Sun each day separa- 
ting from it by 12 degrees. This distance is technically 
called the age or elongation of the Moon. 


There is nothing startling about the word elonga- 
tion or its conception. It is our dear old chitht of our 
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spanchangs by which our ancients calculated the sepa~ 
rating movement of the Moon, each of which, as all 
of us know, is 12 degrees, karana being its midpoint, 
Are there not 30 ¢hithis between two amvasyas ? 


As we all know éhithis have their separate use in 
electional astrology ; but pretty little use is made of it 
in the natal branch, in our system. In the electional 
branch when we say that some /hithis are good and 
others bad, we mean that the relative positions of the 
Sun and Moon on that day favour the [fulfilment of 
given acts or destroy them, Whatever the nature of 
the result, it becomes clear that particular elongations 
of the Moon have a say in the affairs of men and things. 
In other words ¢hithis are functional arcs in astrology. 
In view of the very close relations between the natal 
and electional arms of astrology, at any rate in basic 
principles, it is extraordinary that so little is known of 
its use in the judgment of horoscopes by the Indian 
system, 


Tt is admitted on all hands that astrology in its 
fundamental aspects has been a common heritage to 
all ancient civilizations. There are evidences galore 
of interchange of knowledge of the occult sciences. 
It is reasonable to presume therefore that knowledge 
so gained had been improved upon by particular people 
according to their particular genius. With this promise, 
I may say, that, proof of the greater usc of this func- 
tional arc, vtz., the elongation of the Moon, in the 
natal branch from ancient days is available in the 
Western system of astrology. Perhaps orientated 
here, it travelled west-wards; or that the occidents 
borrowed the idea and put it to broader use, I am 
not thereby commenting upon the genins of one 
people against another, I am only trying to find a 
connecting link between two facts and enter a plea 
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for lowering the tariff wall on knowledge, in the 
interest of the science of astrology. 

You have just learnt that Fortuna is a magnetic 
point in the horoscope represented by the earth symbol 
and it is a mathematical point calculated by adding 
together the longitudes of the ascendant and the Moon 
and subtracting the longitude of ihe Sun from the 
total. 


We can represent the above operation by a 
formula : 


F=A+M—S, where F is the longitude of Fortuna, 
A the longitude of ihe ascendant, M the longitude of 
the Moon, and S$ the longitude of the Sun. 


You have read carlicr that the thi or elongation 
of the Moon is obtained by subtracting the longitude 
of the Sun from that of the Moon. 


So we can rewrite the above formula as follows : 

' W=A+T, because T=M—S where T stands of 
thithi. 

Interpreting the above formula in the second 
form we ariive at the conclusion that Fortuna is a 
place or point in the horoscope which is as distant from 
the lagna as the Sun is from the Moon, for it is but 
the elongation of the Moon measured {from the ascen- 
dant. You know that the Moon and the lagna are 
interchangeable for purposes of prediction or the 
Moon is second lagna. It is, therefore, well within 
the rights of a student of astrology, Eastern or Western 
to apply the measure of a magnetic field like thithd 
to potential points like the lagna or the Moon. The 
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Westerner being quite partial to the cardinal points 
has chosen the ascending cusp and we, equally partial 
to the Moon have stuck to the lagna or Moon. But 
we ate one in granting functional power to ¢hdthd ; 
isn’t that wonderful ? 


Since, for the most part, Fortuna is interpreted 
by house positions, it will offer no difficulty Lo nivayana 
calculation too. I shall presently demonstrate how : 


A+M—S =(a-+e) +(#+¢)—(s +e) where ¢ stands for 
ayanamsa and the lower letters stand for sivayana 
longitudes, 


You will thus be left with this: when fis xivayana 
fortuna, 


f+e=a+m—s +e, 
Hence, f=a+m—s. 


In other words, you follow exactly in the same: 
way with nivayana longitudes as you would, with: 
sayana ones and you will arrive al the magnetic 
point, If you start with the Moon, / is first, s on the 
other side | ; 


In the absence of any set rules known to have been 
dictated by our ancient Rishis and since there is no 
alteration régarding house-to-house relationship { don’t 
see any reason why we should not follow the same rules. 
as set out by the Western writers until such line when 
we are proved wrong or be in a position to codily 
our own results out of observation and experience. 


_ Personally, I find Fortuna very helpful in elucida- 
ting certain aspects of the horoscope as indeed no other 
planet or magnetic point would or could, Don’t the 
effects of ® read like those of a super-benefic planet ? 


CHAPTER II 


ASPECTS 


Brsipes the effects of signs and planets which are 
inherent, certain acquired influences have also to be 
taken into consideration. The first of these relates 1o 
‘house positions : 
Angles or kendras : rst, 4th, 7th and roth houses. 
Trines or konas : 1st, 5th and gth houses. 
Succedents or phanaparas : and, 5th, 8th and 
rth houses. 
Cadents or apoklebas: 3rd, 6th, 9th and rath 
houses. 

Planets in the angles have great influence on the 
native in directly bringing him to power and fame. 
Planets in trines 100 have more or less the same power. 
‘Those in succedent houses are weaker and bring about 
indirect results whereas planets in cadent houses chiefly 
affect the mental side. : 

Another set of the influences alluded to above is 
interplanetary and is dependent on their distances 
trom each other. It is technically called Aspects. 

The Indian system holds that certain planets have 
certain®aspects alone as tabulated below :-—

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According to the Indian system, these aspects 
apply to the whole house, Further, these aspecis 
are neither good nor bad by themselves; they depend 
upon the planets in relation to one another and to 
the horoscope.

In the Western system however, all planets can 
aspect all other planets, but certain well-defined aspects 
alone are of account. And those aspects by themselves 
are either good or bad as tabulated below :—

Of these aspects the opposition, &° is the most 
powerful ; next comes conjunction o&, and afterwards 
in the following order, P, A, C1, *, Oh 4, ~~, Q, Ba, 


As can be guessed, the nature of the two aspects, 
Contunetion and parallel P, depends upon the natures 


oO i the planetsaspecting.. If the aspecting planet is 
good it will mitigate the evil influence of the aspected 
house and planets or it will heighten the good effect 
of the aspected house and planets and vice versa. 


che aspect Parallel needs a little explanation. 
While making use of the ephemeris, you might have 
noticed a column devoted to ‘Declination.” This 


1 
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measurement is taken north or south of the 
celestial equator as against the lateral measurement 
which we call Longitude. If we suppose two planets 
to be equidistant on either side of the celestial equator, 
we say they aie situated in the same degree of declina- 
tion, Irrespective of their longitudes, they attract each 
other or aspect each other. It is this aspect that we 
call Paiallel aspect represented by the symbol P. 
Its effect is similar to the conjunction o&%. 


SPECULUM 


From the foregoing descriptions, it would be clear 
that a horoscope is incomplete without a table of as- 
pects called the Speculwm formed by the different 
planets in the horoscope. Now the speculum is easily 
computed in the following manner. All that.one has 
to do is to take the planets one by one and count how 
many degrees each is apart from the others, 
anti-clockwise. If those distances correspond to any 
of the degrees of the aspects enumerated above, those 
aspects are said to be formed, 


OrBs 


Of course the difference in longitudes of planets 
will not always be 30°, 45°, 60° or 90° exactly. 
They may be a few degrees more or less, Now in 
measuring aspects, we usually allow a margin of §8° 
on both sides, This margin we call the Ord. 


An aspect is said to be applying when a planet is 
going to form an aspect with another, and separating 
when an aspect has been formed and the planets are 
going their own ways. The applying aspect is 
more effective than the separating aspect. 


EXAMPLE 


In our main illustration, we must compute the 
speculum as follows :—Take the Sun first, Its lon- 
gitude is = 6°. Taking the other planets one by one, 
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we get the Moon first. D's longitude is 6 4°, The 
difference is 88°. This is nearly go? which is a 
aspect. Hence we write O O 9. 


Then take © and o&. Their longitudes are = 6° 
and 19°. The distance between them is 117°. ‘This 
ig nearly 120° which is the trine A aspect. Hence we 
write © A &. Both the above are applying, as can 
easily be seen, and hence are very effective. Their 
natures also are well defined; the first bad and the 
second good. 

Then take © and $, = 6° and TP 19°. The 
distance between them is 17°. This does not appro- 
ximate to any of the aspects. Hence we take it that 
thése two planets have no aspect between them andl 
therefore leave them. 

In the same manner we find out all the aspects of 
©, D, @ and other planets and tabulate them, 


The complete speculum will thus be in the case 
of our illustrative horoscope,

CHAPTER I2 


PLANETS IN THE DIFFERENT BHAVAS 


We shall give in this chapter an outline of the 
descriptions of persons born with different planets in 
the different bhavas or houses according to the Indian 
system, It must be remembered that we have already 
described the persons born when the different lagnas 
are rising. Hence the following descriptions must be 
taken conjointly with the previous ones. 
First Housr 

Sw,—Tall, sparse hair, short-tempered, ease- 
loving, courageous, delay in undertakings. If the 
lagna happens to be either Kataka or Simha, defect in 
the eye. 

Moon (waxing).—Strong, with beautiful eyes; 
spiritualistic. If the lagna is either Vvrishabh or 
Kataka, the native will be rich; if Mesha, he will have 
plenty of children. 

Moon (waning).—Inert; phlegmatic; defective 
speech ; servant,

Mercury.—Sweet-tongued, learned, disciplined; 
wealthy by his own efforts; long-lived. 

Jupiter —Beautiful; scholarly; fearless, well-be- 
haved; wealthy; long-lived.

These effects will depend for theit intensity or 
mitigation upon the planets being situated or aspected 
well or ill. 

Planets are powerful (x) in their signs of exalta- 
tions (2) own signs (3) sigus ruled by friends (4) 
Moolaivikonas and (5) Vargottama houses 
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When a planet occupies the same sign both in the, 
Lagna Kundali and Navamsa Kundali, then it is said 
to be Vargottama. The effect is equivalent to its, 
occupying its own sign. > 


According to the Indian system, the eflects des- 
cribed above will take shape during the Periods and 
Sub-periods of the respective plancts, allocated accord- 
ing to the Dasa system or transits which will be 
explained later, 


CHAPTER I3 
THE SUB-PLANET MANDI 


Tn addition 10 the nine major planets, the ancient 
writers of India have mentioned some sub-planets of 
which the most powerful is Mandi, Legend has it 
that he is the son of Saturn, From his effects one has 
but to believe it, for he takes exactly after his father 
and one better perhaps. 


One author goes to the extent of asserting that 
of all malefics, Mandi is to be dreaded most in causing 
evil. His evil propensities are intensified when 
influenced by Saturn by conjunction or aspect. Again 
this author is of opinion that Mandi’s position in the 
8th house brings about early demise notwithstanding 
olher good yogas to the contrary. 

St therefore follows that each horoscope must 
contain his position if the real state of affairs is to be 
learnt. His position may not be given in the almanacs,

by Mv The vast and navamsa revealed will be the vast 

and savamsa occupied by Mandi fora particular nativity. 
He should be inserted in the horoscope accordingly: 

The duration of day and night will vary with each 
day. Indian almanacs give what are called ahas for 
the day as well as night. Should that not be available, 
the time of rising and setting of the sun printed in 
daily newspapers will provide the data. 

It appears so very claborate in print, but it is 
very simple in practice. Even vasé will do for Mandi, 
if navamsa be difficult to find. 

Now this Mandi is a very important factor in 
judging the correctness of a lagna, In the chapter on 
rectification* of horoscopes I have mentioned a few 
methods and the following should be added to them, 

Lagna will conform to any one of these positions 
when the Moon is not strong in the horoscope: 

x. Lagna will be a trine to the lord of the house occupied 
by Mandi ;

There is one good point worth mentioning 
about this sub-planet. If the lord of the house 
occupied by Mandi be in Kendra or trikona with 
reference to the lagna, it bestows upon the native 
plenty of riches and fame, 

Another point to which attention of the reader 
is drawn is this, This same sub-planet is sometimes 
called by the name Gulika,” But UTTARA KALAM- 
RITA a famous treatise on astrology makes a dis- 
tinction between the two, as being the two different 
sons of Saturn. There is also a small difference in 
their positions. What is described in this chapter 
is exclusively Mandi, although it is very common to 
find all great writers making little discrimination 
between the two. So long as we know that a certain 
entity has a certain effect on the life of men and we 
know it, it is immaterial by what name it is called. 


EXCEPTION 


This sub-planet becomes practically powerless 
when either the lord of the day of birth or lord of lagna 
as very strongly placed in the horoseope. 


; Secondly, for persons born in Kashmir, it is said, 
this planetoid hecomes inoperative. 


CHAPTER 14 
COMBINATION OF PLANETS 


We have already indicated the nature of different 
planets individually. The bracketing of two or more 
planets in a house will bring about the combined 
effects of those planets. Still we give below some 
specific natures* of these combinations for the benefit 
of the reader.

Malava.—When oy is similarly placed this yoga 
is said to be formed, the effects being great wealth, 
plenty of cash, large family, landed. property, vehicles, 
servants, .etc,, scholarship, charitable-mindedness.

Sasaka.—This is when is similarly placed. The 
native will be wealthy, enjoy life to the brim, but 
will be a derelict and immoral person. 


Vallaki.—If all the seven planets are distributed 
at the rate of one planet in a sign starting from lagna 
sonsecutively, this yoga is said to be formed. The 
indications are: the native will be a lover of music, 
dancing and allied arts. 


Dhama.—This is when the seven planets occupy 
six signs from Jagna consecutively. Then the native 
will be highly charitable. 


Daridva.—Lord of rrth in 6, 8, 12 or rrth occupied 
jr aspected by malefics. He will be poor, indebted, 
speak and behave awkwardly, do hateful actions and 
de a servant for life. 


Rajju,—This happens when all the planets in a 
ioroscope occupy the movable signs. The indications. 
are that the native will have interrupted fortunes but 
famous, 


Khemudva.—If there are no benefic planets in or 
on either side of the lagna or D’s place or in their 
kendvas then the man will be a run-down even though 
born rich. He will most probably live in bondage 
doing undesirable things. 


/  Chamava.—This is a very desirable yoga and 
happens when there is a benefic in the lagna which is 
well placed and well aspected and the lord of the lagna 
is similarly well-placed and well aspected. ‘The effects. 
are long life, riches and fame in public life. 


Raja Yoga.—If the lords of the gth and xoth 
houses are in conjunction in either of the above houses. 
or are situated in one another’s house, they produce 


very favourable results in all undertakings, 
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Neecha bhanga Rajayoga.—When a planct occupies 
his neecha position, (a) if the lord of that neccha house 
or the lord of its uchcha house (7th from it) occupies 
Kendya position from Laguna or 3. 


(b) if the lord of that xcecha house occupies his 
house or exaltation or kendra, 


(c) if the lord of that neecha house aspects the 
neecha planet. 


A person who has any one of the above combina- 
tions will be highly venerated and will be dharmdc 
minded. 


Kesari Yoga.—D in Kendra to Q\. The effects 
are formidable to opponents, able speaker in large 
assemblies, occupies big post, famous, keen intellect, 
and very capable. 


Chakaita Yoga.—D in 6, 8 or 12 from 9}. Such, 
a person will experience great changes in fortune.

Lakshmi Yoga.—@ and lord of oth house in 5th, 
gth or kendva and at the same time in own or uchcha} 
places constitute this yoga.

ful, liberal in gifts and will enjoy a luxurious life. ‘

mansions and strong. Such a person will be a scholar, ' 
poet, good at figures, wealthy and have happy family 
ife, 


CHAPTER I5 
JUDGMENT OF HOROSCOPES (Western Method) 


Horoscore reading is essentially a synthetic pro- 
cess, the different components of which we have 
explained in some detail in the previous chapters. 
All one has to do in judging a horoscope is to collect 
all the relevant information revealed by planetary 
positions, house positions, aspects, etc., and synthesize’ 
them with a little imagination, remembering always 
the environment of the native. 


The hast thing that demands our atlention in a 
horoscope, especially when it belongs to a new-born 
child, is whether the native will live long or not. For 
that we must consider the nature of the rising sign, 
its lord, the nature of the planets rising, the condition 
of Moon and Sun and the lord of the cighth house. 
If the Sun, Moon and. lord of the eighth house are 
strong predict a long life. 


The opposite will be the result when : 


(1) b K or oO’ is near the rising degree and 
afflicted by the ruler of the 8th house without 
benefic aspects from Q| or 9. 


(2) The greater ©, D aud lord of the ascen- 
dant are afflicted, the shorter will be the life. 


(3) Children born during the course of an 
eclipse. ; 


For the physical description of a person, look 
for the rising sign, the ruler of the ascendant, planets 
aspecting the ascendant, along with the signs they 
occupy. The effects have been individually described 
in the earlicr chapters, 
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There will be bodily defects in the following com- 
binations:—

The cusp of the 6th house and the cusp of the 
th house are the headlights of accident. Affliction 
where of &' or H by another planet or for that matter 
any planet occupying the ascendant afflicted denotes 
accident. If © and > connected with the above 
danger spots are afflicted the accident will be serious. 
The part of the body liable to injury can be guessed. 
by reference to the sign from which the malefic in- 
fluence proceeds. 


© in the 9th house in male horoscopes and S in 
female horoscope denote philosophical or religious 
inclination. If the house, its occupant or ruler, is 
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badly aspected, permanent residence in foreign coun- 
tries is not advisable, 


Although the roth house is generally considered 
as the house of occupation, yet the root of occupation. 
lies with the xst house. Saturn in the roth house 
denotes rise in the latter half of native’s life; Mars 
for rise through one’s own energy; Jupiter indicates 
occupation in connecton with law or officialdom; 
Uranus in the roth house indicates rise by revolution 

. machines, electricity, invention, etc, 


Successful businessmen need strong 2nd house 
and well-placed, well-aspected 8. Strong connection 
between @ and other planets is required for becoming 
successful artists, Strong J’ or in a horoscope in- 
dicates an engineer or technician, while strong 9 in- 
dicates a politician. 


A bad Mercury-Neptune combination is indicative 
of the criminal; Mars in bad aspect with Saturn or 
Neptune points to the murder suspect; if the 3th 
house is also involved, murder by a sexual cause is 
indicated. 


GENERAL 


“Tt may be said, in fact, that the more the planets 
in a horoscope are angular the more is the subject of 
the horoscope impressed with the peculiarities and 
potencies of such planets, making in effect a por~ 
sonality strong enough to force itself into public 
notice whether for good or evil. Thus, while it gives 
an apparent independence of character, because of 
marked individuality, it also brings them under greater 
compulsion and in a sense into greater servitude, For 
those to attain to positions of great eminence hold 
them only by continual’ effort, untiring watchfulness 
and constant anxiety. ‘The cynosure for wandering 
eyes,’ they must play their elected part without 
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recess, Or sink into oblivion. Those on the other hand 
in whose horoscopes the planets are in succedent 
positions owe their measure of success not so much to 
prominence before the world or to the compulsion of 
circumstances but rather to steadfast endurance and 
application ; being by nature plodders than pioneers, 
But when the majority of planets are cadent there is 
seen to be a degree of indifference to the common 
ambitions of life and a peculiar inconsequence of 
temperament.” —Sepharial, 


CHAPTER 16 
JUDGMENT OF HOROSCOPES (Indian Method) 


Tue principles of judgment according to the Indian 
system are pretty much the same as those of the 
Western system, The rule of thumb method will be 
to take the houses one by one and examine them in 
all their aspects, The effects held out by cach house 
will depend upon (x) nature of the house (2) the nature 
of its lord (3) nature of its dispositor* (4) influence 
of other planets upon it and (5) the state of the par- 
ticular Karaka planets.- 


KaRAKAS 


According to both the systems, certain planets 
are always responsible for certain aspects of human 
life, irrespective of the Jagnas or other changing factors 
in a horoscope. Below is given a list of the harakas 
and their charge. 

© Karaka for father, if birth is during day- 
time, soul, gold, fame, government. 

® for mother during night, body, mind, cold 
silver, milk, 

co Younger brother, husband, accidents, 
weapons, bravery. 

8 Maternal uncle, nephew, education, trade, 
eloquence, writing. 

| Children, elder brother, honours, priest- 
hood, gnana. 

@ Wife, romance, art, jewels, trade, mother 
during day.

GENERAL 

A number of planets occupying exaltations, own 
houses, trines or angles and strong 9), 9 and 9 
will suggest a prosperous life. 


A well-placed, well-aspected 2 will also suggest 
the same. 


J Benefic planets in kendra, panapara and apokliba 
houses will indicate a happy time during childhood, 
middle age and late in life respectively. 


Misery should be predicted when malefics are 
placed in a similar manner. 


Look for the gth house lord. If he is exalted 
or strong, or occupies 1, 3, or gth house, say that his , 
ill be a glorious life, ./ 
It is always advisable to consider bhavas with 
sference to (x) lagna (2) the Moon and (3) havaka, 
Lhis process will go a great way in clearing doubts. 


Lords of the 5th and gth houses will do good 
whereas those of 3rd, 6th and rzth houses will not. 


Malefics, if lords of kendva houses or trines will 
do good whereas bencfics as kendva lords will not; 
Qt and ¢ specially so. 


_ _ Lords of and and r2th houses will be greatly 
influenced by company and aspects by other planets 
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Lord of the 8th house will be unfavourable except 
when he is lord of lagna when he is bound to do good. 


The association of the lords of kendra and trikona 
is capable of doing immense good, even though they 
may, independently, be harmful to the native, 


An analysis of the different possible dispensations 
of the planets with reference to each of the twelve 
bhavas is worth attempting. The result will be found 
to be tabulated on a later page under the title Table 
of Yogakarakas. 

Bhavas IN DETAIL 


Tn order to have a complete picture of a horoscope, 
each ofthe twelve houses or bhavas should be studied 
in all its bearings and then a synthetic version should 
be put out. 


The principles governing the examination of the 
different bhavas is simple. Each bhava or house should 
be treated as lagna and tested for strength or weakness 
oo sum-total would apply to the horoscope as 
a whole, 


Those bhavas which contain the benefics Venus, 
P ury, or Jupiter; or are aspected by them without 
being vitiated by the company or aspects of other 
planets will yield favourable results. This is true 
of lagna as of the remaining eleven bhavas. At the 
same time if the lords of bhavas be similarly aspected 
or joined by the said benefics, unaspected and unac- 
companied by others, the bhavas become doubly strongr 


Those bhavas which contain neecha plancts, lords | 
of 8th or rath houses, will be considerably weakened. | 


Bhavas occupied by own, tchcha,or friendly 
planets will thrive. 


Bhava lords occupying 6th, 8th or rath houses 
or unfavourable planets occupying bhavas are detri- 


’ 
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mental to the bhavas. But if they are aspected by 
benefics, the effects will be reversed, 


Bhava lords occupying kendra or thrikona posi- 
tions, and aspected by benefics, or their occupying 
uchcha, own or friendly positions will strengthen the 
bhavas. : 


‘“All kinds of prosperity should be predicted for 
those bhavas whose trines and angles are occupied by 
benefics and not occupied or aspected by malefics, nor 
containing the lords of 6th, 8th and rath houses. A 
reverse position will mean the opposite result, If 
mixed, mixed results will follow. 


Complete destiuction of bhava should be predicted 
when the Sun occupies the 8th from it, lord of bhava 
be combust, and no benefic lord of the 8th keeps 
company. 

Lords of bhavas bracketed with 8th house lord 
indicate the destruction of the bhavas. 


If the lord of a bhava occupies 6th, 8th or rath 
house position or be neecha or in enemy’s house, then 
the planet occupying the dhava, however good, is 
incapable of lifting it Irom the morass. 

A similar disability in the navamsa chart, too, 
will indicate the same resull and vice-versa, 

Although ill-placed in the lagna hundali, if lords 
of bhavas occupy uchcha, own or friendly houses in the 
navamsa chart, or be aspecled by benefics in the 
navamsa chart, those bhavas are productive of good 
result. 

It will become evident from the last two rules 
how important is the navamsa chart. 1 may totally 
change the face of a horoscope. Hence it is necessary 
to erect the correct navamsa kundali int each case and 
predictions should not be given without reference 
to it, 
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» very important consideration in the evaluation 
of thée-stfength of bhavas is this. Syppose a bhava 
lord is strong by position, say in a friend’s house, 
whether in the lagna kundali or the navamsa kundalt. 
Then if that friend happens to be weak by neecha or 
similar disability, then the whole bottom is knocked 
out of your contention that the original bhava is 
strong, It follows that when the dispositois are 
strong by positions like wchcha, friend’s or own places, 
then the original bhavas become strong, 

A bhava is said to be strong when friends of its 
lord, his wehcha lord, that planet to which that bhava 
is uchcha, occupy 1th, 2nd, or 3rd places. But 
these planets should not be neecha, combust, or be 
enemies to the houses, E 

The strength of a bhava is proportionate to its 
navamsa. 

Predominance of malefic influences on bhavas 
will destroy them. 


The destruction of a bhava will also take place 
during the pendency of the dasa or bhukti of the 
planet which happens to be the lord of the and or 
4th from that bhava, or posited there, 

Here are some special poinis 10 be remembered 
in this connection ; a good aspect of the lord of the 
lagna to a particular bhava will ensure its success. 
But if a malefic planet happens to be the lord of 
bhava and aspects the same, then success is doubtful. 


One must predict the nature of a house indication 
from the nature of the influence that house receives, 


Suppose we are considering the first house: an 
aspect to this house from the lord of the 6th house 
will cauge trouble through cnemies; aspect of 8th 
houge lord will cause danger to life; aspect of rath 
house lord will cause penury. 
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House indications will be enlivened when the 
significators pass through sympathetic places m the 
horoscope, by transit or during their dasas and bhuktis 
vide infra. 

Two opposite indications of two different planets 
will not destroy each other. Each will be felt at its 
‘own time as explained above. 


One planet may have two conflicting effects to 
bestow with reference to a single bhava, because 
some planets have double house rulership. In that 
case, whichever is the stronger* of the two will prevail. 


The question of direction (East, West, etc.) with 
reference 1o a bhava will be decided by one of these:— 
(x) lord of Bhava (2) planet occupying it (3) the planet 
aspecting it (4) the navamsa of the bhava lord (5) the 
navamsa of the bhava-karaka, 


A bhava fructifies when (x) the lord of the lagna 
or (2) lord of the bhava or (3) kavaka planet or (4) 
Jupiter transits one of these: the bhava, the houses 
occupied by the bhava lord either in the rast hundali 
or in the amsa chart or their trines. 
When the eighth house lord transits any of the 
above places, defect to the bhava should be anticipated, 
Whenever a planet crosses the Jagna or the place~ 
rccupied by the lord of lagna by transit, you must 
pect at that time such effects as are indicated in 
he original horoscope as being due to that planet. 
The same will be the effect when the lord of the 
Jagna behaves in a similar manner with reference to 
any planet. 
LONGEVITY 
We have indicated in a previous chapter certain 
factors that are detrimental to the life of the new-born

‘child We now continue to examine what other 
factors tribute to balarvishia. 


(x) Adverse planets on both sides of the 
lagna and the house which the Moon occupies. 


(2) Moon either in the 6th or 8th house as- 
pected by adverse planets. 


(3) Weak Moon in the 8th house and adverse 
planets in angles and trines. 


(4) Moon in Jagna along with Saturn or 
Rahw or Mars occupying the eighth house. 


Tn all the above cases it is assumed that the pla- 
nets receive no beneficial rays from Jupiter and that 
the essential planets are not strong. Otherwise the 
afflictions would be considerably mitigated, 


The following combinations indicate long life :— 


(xt) Lord of Jagna strong, lord of eighth 
house a little less strong, the dispositor of Jagna- 
adhipa strong, Moon strong, Moon’s dispositor 
strong, lords of lagna, eighth house and Sun on 
friendly terms, absence of affliction to Saturn 
(kavaka for longevity); the same for /agna, eighth 
house and tenth house. 


(2) Benefics in kendya and malefics in 
upachaya. 


(3) Lord of lagna in exaltation and aspected 
by Jupiter, at the same time lord of eighth house 
strong. 


MARRIAGE 


The seventh house indicates marriage; hence this 
house must be free from affliction for a happy marriage. 
Also its lord, and the lord of the house it occupies and 
Venus (kavaka for wife) or Mars (kavaka for husband) 
must be strong and free from affliction. 
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Affliction of wife is indicated if— 


P 

(x) Sun occupies the seventh hotise*in the 
Rasi kundalt and the house of Mars in the 
Navamsa kundali. 

(2) Lords of second, seventh houses or 
Venus in the sixth, eighth or twelfth house and/ 
or also otherwise afflicted, 

(3) Venus hemmed in between two malefics 
or malefics situated in the second, fourth or eighth 
house from that of Venus. 


The number of wives a man will marry is deter- 
mined, inter alia, by the number of planets in the 
seventh house, the malefics denoting death. 


Venus or lord of seventh house occupying even 
navamsas indicate more than one wife. 


If the lord of the seventh house along with anyone 
of Sun, Moon, Mercury, Venus and Mars occupies the 
sixth, eighth or the twelfth house, the native will 
not enjoy married life in full measure. 

The dagna of the girl whom a man will marry will 
be one of these : 

(x) Either the fifth or ninth, from the house 
occupied by the lord of that man’s lagna or his 
seventh house, 

(2) The houses of exaltation of the lords of 
the first or the seventh house in the man’s horos- 
cope, 

The direction of the locality in which the girl is 
born is determined as follows : 

Of the lord of the seventh house, the accu- 
pant of the seventh house and Venus ascertain 
which is the most powerful. The direction de- 
noted by the housé owned by that planet will be 
the required direction.

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the.time of marriage can also be found by the 
following methods : 

(xt) When either Venus or the lord of the 
seventh house transits the house occupied by the 
lord of the first house either in the vast chart or 
navamsa chart or their trines. 

(2) According to the dasa system, matriage

the seventh house or the planet powerfully as- 
pecting it especially when the time is propitious 
by Gochara (described later) also, 


(3) When Jupiter transits the house occu- 
pied by the lord of the seventh house either in the 
vast or navamsa chart. 


AGREEMENT OF HoroscopPEs “ 


It is very common amongst Hindus, almost 
compulsory, to consult the astrologer about a proposed 
marriage alliance between a boy and a girl ta see 
whether their horoscopes “agree.”

Mercury produces writers, journalists, book-sellers, 
artists, accountants, astrologers, insurance people, 
etc, 


_ Jupiter favours judges, lawyers, priests, professors, 
legislators. 


_ Venus has influence over artists of all kinds— 
painters, musicians, dancers, actors, decorators, ar- 
chitects, poets, florists, etc, 


Saturn produces iron-smiths, labourers, miners, 
occultists, insurance men, etc. If, however, this planet 
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is situated in the tenth house itsclf, the planet will 
confer the highest honour upon him and also knock 
the bottom out of him. 

Rahu and Ketu will of course deputise for other 
planets. 

The most powerful planet other than the lord of 
the tent house (viz., planet in exaltation) will also 
have a voice in shaping a man’s career, 

FINANCE 

The second and eleventh houses govern finartce. 
Tf, ‘therefore, these houses and their lords are strong, 
they confer much money on the man, Benefics like 
Jupiter and Moon in the second house and the lord of 
the house in wchcha, vargottama amsa or receiving 
powerful benefic rays are favourable indications, 


The effect of Saturn in the second house, it has) 
been pointed out, is quite undesirable. 

The means by which a man gets money can bé 
determined by noting the character of the support 
lent to the lord of the second house. If from the Bfth 
house lord, say from intellectual pursuits or specula- 
tion; if from the lagna, say by his own efforts. 

The beneficial combination of Mars and Venus 
{the hapaka planet) is eminently desirable. 

Seed EDUCATION 

The fourth housé governs education while the 
fifth intelligence ; hence benefics in these places and 
the and house and strength of their lords, a strong 
Mereury (karaka planet) and absence of affliction to 
these significators will ensure high education. 

Home 

The fourth house indicates parental home and the 
8th indicates one given by others or purchased by self, 
Hence if tho 4th house is weak and the 8th contains 
its own ldrd, it means that the person will sell away his 
parehtal house and purchase a new one,

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Again, if the lord of the 4th occupies fixed signs, 
the person will perform his important functions in his 
parental home. If in moveable signs, he will most 
probably be doing them in placos other than that 
of his nativity. 

Fremate Horoscorres 


All that have been told in the foregoing pages 
apply mostly to male horoscopes ; with a slight adjust- 
ment they can be made to apply to female horoscopes. 
also. Specially, the eighth house in a female horoscope 
denotes mangalya or life of the hushand ; the ninth, 

/ehildrén; seventh, her beauty, her husband; fourth, 
her sexual life and chastity. It goes without saying 
that these houses should as far as possible be un- 
afflicted. 

Enp or May 

The problem of correct longevity or time of death 
defies accurate solution even at the hands of seasoned 
astrologers. Innumerable ways have been recom- 

. mended by a succession of writers ancient and modern, 
no two of which agrce in result, Perhaps it is a pur- 
poselul mystery. 


But it does not mean either that the science of 
astrology is defective or that we cannot reach any~ 
where near correct solution. We certainly can reach 
a very neat mark, One reason, however, why we 
miss the bull’s eye is that we hardly get the time of 
birth, correct to the degree which is required for 
purposes of this kind. r 


The main significators for longevity, as we have 
Icarnt, are: (1) the cighth house, (2) third House, 
being the eighth from the latter, (3) lords of the above, 
(4) all the three above significators with reference to 
the Moon, (3) Saturn, being ayush karaka and (6) all 
the first three significators with reference to Saturn. 
Longevity is directly proportional to the strength of 
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the above significators. It follows that these should 
be examined systematically by the method of exa- 
mining bhavas, for wealness. 


The association of Mandi with any of the above 
significators is a powerful causative factor in death, 


By the above rule-of-thumb method, it should be 
possible to judge whether the subject of a horoscope 
belongs to the category of short life, middle age or 
long life. Ages below thirty, above thirty and below 
sixty and over-sixty will answer the above categories, 


The odds should be further reduced by the fol- 
lowing process. Since 8th and 3rd houses have 
been said to be the houses of longevity, the rath from 
them, namely, 7th and 2nd houses will constitute the 
houses of death. It has been observed that of the 
two, 2nd is the more powerful. Technically they are 
called maraka or death-dealing houses. JIpso facto 
the lords thereof are potent killers.* But even more 
powerful, it has been found, are the planets occupying 
the 2nd and 7th houses. Most powerful are those pla- 
nets that are closeled with the Jast two significators, 
Death will, therefore, in the first instance, take place 
during the pendency of the dasa or bhukti of the planets 
belonging to the last category. The powers of other 
significators will be in the descending order, In other 
words thé occupants of the and and 7th houses will 
come next, lords of the above two houses later, ete, 
Alternatives arc mentioned because of possible ex- 
tenuating circumstances like particular afflictions 
not being able to operate during suspect periods, 
or may be, particular malefactions may become 
annulled due to aspects from the lord of the horoscope 
or benefics, etc. 

Last come in the above hierarchy, planets which 
receive the aspects of the malefactors, 


* See Tabla of Yoga Kavakas tor Maraka planets. 
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Should Saturn assume a title-role in this drama, 
he will supercede the claims of all others and take the 
lead in dealing out death. 


The following periods are vulnerable in the normal 
course—Saturn’s dasa coming as the 4th dasa in a life, 
Mar’s as the 5th, Jupiter’s as the 6th and Rahw’s 
as the 7th, 


We have now reached a slage when we can be 
reasonably sure of the time of death correct to a year 
if not Jess, We now have to direct our eyes to gochar 
of the planets. The passage of malefic significators, 
like Mars and Saturn in the 6th, 8th houses or afflic- 
tion of 8th and 6th house lords according to gochar 
calculation, should help fix the black day fairly 
accurately.

Jf the 8th house or the lord of the 8th happens 
to occupy the following signs, death will be caused 
by the following maladies :

Kataka : Insanity, gas, loss of appetite.

The same will be the case when— 


(x) Lords of first and third houses together 
are in the sixth or eighth house. 


(2) Lord of lagna and Venus together in 
the sixth, eighth or twelfth while Mercury is weak, 


CHAPTER I7 
DIRECTIONS 


Tue most interesting part of astrology is the timing 
of events, In it lies the essence of its appeal to 
‘the masses. A proper understanding of its methods 
js absolutely essential for the successful practice o! 
astrology. . ‘ 
‘ The methods employed for timing events are 
many but the most important ones are (1) Direction 
(2) Solar Revolutions (3) Transits and (4) Planetary 
periods, 

Directions are of two kinds, the Primary and the 
Secondary Directions ; but the principle in both cases 
is the same. In both, the distance between two-signi- 
ficators ‘is measured in degrees and converted into 
- years corresponding to a man’s life at cortain rates. ‘ 


Every point in the zodiac is moving forward. at 
the rate of r° per every four minutes after birth, Si- 
milarly each planet is moving. Now it is held in the 
case of Primary Directions that every degree of move- 
ment of the Mid-heaven (cusp of the tenth house) 
represents a year of life with reference to a horoscope. 
Thus if the mid-heaven (written M.C.) progresses ro° 
from that at birth, the new positions of the planets 
with reference to the old and new zodiacs (technically 
called the Radical and Progressed horoscopes), espe- 
cially the aspects formed by the planets to the M.C.’s 
and Ascendants will indicate what will happen to the 
native at his tenth year. If we want to find what will 
happen to a man at his thirty-fifth year, we progress 
the M.C. by 34°, keeping all the planets stationary. 
The new aspects and positions will indicate the happen- 
ings of the thirty-fifth year of his life. 
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Again, we keep the original houses stationary 
and progress the planets at the same rates and see 
what aspects they throw on the M.C., and Ascendant, 
This is also interpreted and taken note of, 


We next proceed to the second step, namely, 
Secondary Direction. The basis in this method is 
this: the actual positions of the planets on the birth 
map each day following birth indicate the character- 
istics of each year of the following birth. Thus if 
the actual positions of the planets on the tenth day are 
marked in the new map (the time however is kept the 
same), this new chart will represent the happenings 
for the tenth year of life, 


It is clear that the majority of planets will not 
have moved far cnough in such a short time as ten 
days. In any case we take all into account. Then 
we must collect all the aspects formed in the interval 
vf twenty-four hours from the time of birth on the 
equired day. Suppose tenth is the date of birth and 
ve want the reading for the twelfth year of life ; we 
hen collect all aspects formed on the twenty-first of 
that month (of course of the same year) from the time 
of birth till the same hour on the next day. 


This process of collecting the aspects is very 
much simplified if we look up the Complete Aspectarian 
given by Raphael’s Ephemeros each year where the 
actual hour and minute of the formation of all those 
aspects are also given. Only the time of birth which 
we are spcaking of here must be the G.M.T. corres~- 
Ponding to the time of birth in places other than. 

Teenwich, 


These aspects with their times must be copied 
down separately. It is interesting 1o note that 
Raphael's Ephemeris gives even the nature of those 
aspects as either very good (G), good (g), very bad (B), 
bad (b), Doubtful (D), etc. ; 
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Now what you have to do is to equate this interval 
of twenty-four hours into twelve months and identify 
the times of the formation of those aspects with the 
particular dates corresponding to the life of the native, 


The rate of conversion is this : 
rt hour=15 days. 


We now pass on to the next method Transists. 
Suppose we have found by means of the above two. 
methods that at a certain date an event is to happen. 
Then in order to make sure that it is coming, we use 
the method of Transits. Take Raphael's E-phemeris 
for the year in which the event is prognosticated. 
Turn to the actual month and date. See if on that 
date any major combination of planets takes place 
which may have a bearing on the horoscope under 
examination. If there is corroboration, say that the 
event will take place. Sometimes we might find in 
Transit, a contrary indication. Then we have to take 
it that the event will not take place. It is noteworthy 
that the directions by themselves are not quite reliable 
but that they require corroboration from Transits. 

The effects of directions should be predicted 
according to the nature of the planets with particular 
reference to the horoscopes. For a detailed prognosis 
by directions, I would recommend the reader to refer 
to Alan Leo’s Progressed Horoscope.

ILLUSTRATION 


Let us take two concrete examples not so much to. 
illustrate the details of working which is easy enough | 
but to illustrate the applications of the principles 
eriunciated above. Here is the horoscope of the Duke 
of Windsor. 
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He was born in London on June 23rd x894. at 
9-45 P.M, Aquarius rising and its ruler is }{ on the 
cusp of the ninth house, It is easy to say at once thai 
she will break all precedents, t 


We know that on December roth, 1936, at 3-42 
P.M., he read out his message of abdication. On 
that day Neptune was transitting the house of mar- 
riage in square aspect to his Radical Jupiter, the ruler 
of the roth house who occupies the fourth house, The 
transitting Jupiter was in opposition to the Radical 
Sun and the transitting Sun opposing Jupiter. Sun 
rules the house of marriage and Jupiter that of his 
position and honéur. We know the result, 
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Another example. Hitler was born on April 20th 
1889, at 6-21 P.M. at Braunan, Here is his horoscope. 





We find Saturn in the tenth house and the cusp 
of the tenth house being afflicted by Sun by square 
aspect; hence the early death of his mother. 


Secondly, M.C. is 82 2° and the position of Saturn 
is 13° in 2. The distance is about x2 degrees, The 
Progressed M.C, will be in conjunction with Saturn at 
about the twelfth year of his life. At this age Hitler 
lost his father, 


Thirdly; when the M.C. is progressed by 43°, we 
get a powerful aspect oo 9 A Progressed M.C. In 
1933, Hitler became Chancellor of the Reich, 
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In March 1924, at the end of the month, Hitler was 
sent to prison because of h & © from Scorpio. 


Munich agreement was signed on 30th September 
1938 when the Progressed M.C. was in conjunction 
with the Radical Sun which denotes personal success, 


The presence of WY in his 8th house accounts 
for the mysterious nature of his end. 


CHAPTER 18 
DASAS : THEIR MECHANISM 


In Indian astrology events ate timed by (x) planetary 
periods called Dasas and (2) Transits called Gocharas, 
We shall deal with the first in this chapter. 

According to the Dasa sysiem, a man’s life is 
divided into periods, sub-periods and minor sub- 
periods which are characterised by the different planets. 

In Dasas there are two main varicties, vzz,, the 
Ashottart and Vinshottari dasas, For ou part, we 
shall study the latter alone as it has been found to 
give larger percentage of correct. results, 

In Vinshottart, the basis is that a man’s life lasts 
for 120 years and this period is divided among planets 
as follows: Sun 6 yrs.; Moon ro yrs.; Mars 7 yrs. ; 
Rahu 18 yrs.; Saturn r9 yrs,; Mercury 17 yrs.; Ketu 

years and Venus 20 years. These are the major 
periods and they follow this fixed order, 

In effect the passage of the 3 along its next 120 
degrees (from birth) or a third of the full zodiac, is 
taken as reflecting the life of a person*. This concep- 
tion bears a close resemblance to Primary Directions, 
although the mechanism of interpretation is a little 
different. 

Each major period is again sub-divided into nine 
sub-periods called Bhuktis which are proportionate 
to the number of years assigned to each in the major 
period, and this sub-division also follows the same 
fixed order, The first sub-period will always belong 
to the same planet that rules over the major period, 

Each sub-period is again divided into minor sub-~ 
periods called Antavas and Sukshmas. A separate table 
giving the exact measure of these divisions is given 
at the end of this chapter. For an exhaustive treat- 
ment of the rationale of the Dasas the reader is 
referred to that excellent book “Directional Astrology 
of the Hindus,” by Dr. Rele. 

* Thus idea 1s developed in greate: detail in Chap 20, 
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The whole idea is, as will have been inferred, that 
during their periods, etc., each planet fulfils its promise 
of the different effects as read from the horoscope, 


THE MECHANISM 
The planetary period operating at the time of 
birth is ascertained from the Nakshatva of birth or the 
constellation in which the Moon is situated at birth, 
The following table gives the allotments of dasas :—

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So all that we have to do is to calculate the longi- 
tude of the Moon from the time of birth from Raphael's 
Ephemeris and subtract from it the ayanamsa of the 
year of birth. This will give us the exact position of 
the Moon according 10 the Indian system. By refer- 
ring to the above table, we can immediately find what 
the opening dasa is. What remains for us is to find 
how much of the opening dasa is outstanding at the 
time of birth. 

It has already been shown that the measure of a 
nakshatva is 13° 20’, So, the total amount of the 
years of the opening dasa must be equated io this 
13° 20’ and that portion of the years which is propor- 
tionate 10 the degrees yet to be traversed by the Moon 
in order to complete that vakshatva must be found. This 
will be the outstanding years of the opening dasa. The 
other dasas will follow afterwards in the fixed order, 

An illustration will simplify the matter. In our 
first example, the longitude of the Moon after taking 
away the ayanamsa is 11° 44' 34" in Sagittarius or 
a5x° 44’ 34” from the First Point of Aries. 

Referring to the Table of Nakshatvas (Chap. 6) 
we find that the Moon has travelled r1° 44’ 34” in 
Moola nakshatva, Again referring this to the Table 
of Dasa Allotments we find that for Moola, the opening 
dasa is that of Ketu and its duration is 7 years. Now 
we have to find out how much of this Ketw dasa is 
outstanding at the lime of birth. Now the total 
measure of a nakshatra is 13° 20'. Subtracting r1° 
44’ 34" from 13° 20’ we get 1° 35’ 26". Now we apply 
the Rule of Three— 

13° 20’ is equivalent to 7 years.

By referring tothe Table of Dasas at the end of 
this chapter we can find the minor period, minor sub- 
period, ctc., at any time of life. 

On Dasas IN GENERAL 

Generally speaking the dasas or major periods, of 
planets who are lords of ihe angles or trines produce 
favourable results; those of the lords of the second, 
third and eleventh houses produce mixed resulls and 
those of the sixth, cighth and twelfth houses u- 
relieved by other favourable factors are always harm- 
ful, The Sun and the Moon are however exceptions 
‘o the last part of the rule. 

During the period of the lord of the first house, the 
ative will be strongly entrenched. During that of the 
uler of the second house, setting up family and domes- 

tic happiness are indicated. When the lord of the third 
house rules, unfavourable results accrue. Acquisition 
of properties is indicated during the tule of the fourth 
house lord. Childbirth during the rule of the fifth 
house lord, fear from foes during that of the sixth 
house lord, marriage in the casc of the seventh, recovery 
from illness in the case of the cighth, interest in good 
undertakings in the case of the ninth, good business 
conditions during that of the tenth, gain in the eleventh 
and sickness, expenses and confinement in the twelfth 
are indicated. These effects will accrue when the lords 
are strong. 

During the major period of a planet, its own sub- 
period will be inconspicuous. Apparently the planct 
chooses to remain neutral out of humility, . 

The planets, during similar disabilities, fulfil their 
promises through the medium of their colleagues which , 
are similarly placed or aspected during their sub-periods, 
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During the periods of yoga kavakas the mal- 
contents find themselves incapable of doing any mis- 
chief. Their hands are tied as it were.

Similarly in the major period of a harmful planet, 
the sub-periods of good planets which are un-influenced 
by the ruling planet, are hardly productive of good 
results, Those that are influcnced give mixed results. 


The highly beneficial effects of a planet that gives 
vaja yoga manifest themselves in the sub-period of 
the maraka (dceath-dealing) planet during ihe major 
period of the former. The good results go on increas- 
ing in the sub-periods of ‘harmful plancts during the 
same major period, 

The major periods of those planets which are the 
lords of the third, fifth or the seventh nakshatras from 
the janma nakshatra are also evil. 

In general, the good effects of favourable planets 
begin to take shape when the Sun or Jupiter usher 
their sub-periods in the major period of the former.

CHAPTER 19 
DASAS IN DETAIL 


We shall presently sct out in some detail the various 
influences that will prevail during the periods of rule 
of the different planets according to the dasa system, 


The following descriptions are only of the nature 
of indications. Particular causes should be developed 
along these lines according 1o requirements. Even 
those indications that are given here should not be 
taken in their full value. Other factors operating on 
the ruling plancis (for instance the aspects of other 
plancts, rulerships of sub-period or minor sub-period, 
etc.) should also be taken into consideration before 
pronouncing the final opinion, It must always be 
remembered that the sub-period ruler can never go 
beyond the promise of the major ruler. If the major 
‘ruler 1s placed in 6, 8th or r2th house or if the major 
and minor rulers are at 6 and 8 elc,, the effects will 
invariably be adverse, Tor detailed cffects of dasas, 
the reader is referred to standard works on Indian 
astrology. Planets occupying and and 7th houses, 
being maraka will create serious difficulties, in the 
wdinary course, during their periods. 


The Sun when strong is capable of producing the 
following ‘results either in his major or minor period: 
Fame, wealth, happiness, well-being of father, devo- 
tion to God, preferment in vocation, interest in medi- 
cine or chemistry, conquest of foes, etc. 

When, however, he is adverse cither by position 
or aspect, the following resulis will accrue: sorrow, 
affliction of wife and children, death of father, ir- 
religious life, expense, displeasure of employers, fear 
from foes, fire and disease. 
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The Moon when good confers health, wealth, 
prosperity, children, happiness in domestic lile, well- 
being of mother, pilgrimage, increase in field-crops, 
well-being of cattle, sharpening of intellect, etc. 


When adverse, death or ill-health accruing from 
cold or water, affliction of mother, wife or children, 
loss of personal comfort, loss of sleep and appetite 
anxiety will result. 


Mars when favourable confers, during his period 
of rulership, enthusiasm and energy, gain of land, 
clothes and riches, expansion of business, achievement 
of desires, gain from brothers, defeat of enemies, etc. 
While adverse, the native takes to lying, uses harsh 
language, usurps others’ properties, is hated by elders. 
Loss of wealth, ill-health of wife and children, peisonal 
injury through fire or weapons, slander by women are 
further possibilities. 

During the period of a good Mercury, the native 
inclines to study or literary activities. Gain from 
manifold activities; fame; acquisition of vehicles ; 
domestic happiness and honour to the whole family 
can be oxpected. 


A debilitated Mercury is often hidcous. During 
his period of influence, the native becomes dull or mad, 
takes 1o lying, invites trouble by his speech, does 
forbidden things, displeases relatives and is subject to 
ailments of the type of rheumatism. Domestic un- 
happiness is also foreshadowed. 


A strong and beneficial Jupiter denotes the high- 
water-mark of prosperity in the life of an individual. 
During that time, he is capable of conferring the most 
fantastic benefits consistent, of course, with the per- 
son’s environment, 


Even so, an adverse Jupiter can be fantastically 
harmful. Loss of money, of business, of friendship 
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and position in society ; affliction of wife and children, 
trouble to the ear, a certain unreasoning attitude and 
unnecessary wanderings are further indications of his. 
ill-grace. 


During the period of a strong Venus, art looms 
large on the horizon of the native. He is attracted to 
music and dancing. He enjoys a honeymoon period 
all this time as far as his marital relations are con- 
cerned. Birth of son, marriage if not already married 
gain from business, gain of the proverbial treasure- 
trove, ministership and general honour in social stand- 
ing are further possibilities. 


If however this planet is adverse, affliction of 
wite and children, loss in business, displeasure of 
employers, personal ill-health and cxpenses are the 
indications. 

A good Saturn, during his period of influence offers 
nighty benefits, The native becomes the head of his 
Jan, strong and dynamic. Better yield of crops, gain 
rom business, pilgrimage, interest in occult studies 
are the indications. 


The period of an adverse Saturn is dreadful, for 
at that time he becomes the spearhead of all bad in- 
fluences. Imprisonment, slavery, maclness, death, loss. 
of appetite, loss of wealth, loss of employment, bodily 
uilments, poverty, slander are some of his influences, 


A good Rahu, though essentially deputising for 
other planets, has some benefits of his own to confer 
during his rulership. Marriage, wealth, birth of son, 
increase in landed properties, development of soul~ 
force and pilgrimage are some of them, 


Death due to poisoning, displeasure of employer, 
excommunication, affliction of wife and children, 
abnormal expenses, are some of the influences of an. 
adverse Rahu. 
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Similarly Ketu, by virtue of his kavakatva has. 
some benefits to confer when favourable, Achieve- 
ment of pet ideals, riches, power, increase in the 
produce of lands and farms and domestic happiness are 
some of them. 


During the period of a harmful Ketu any one of 
the following may happen: Loss by theft, death of 
bosom friend, high fever, frustration of attempts, 
uninvited troubles, loss of appetite, etc. 


CHAPTER 20 
DASA SYSTEM EXTENDED 


Tr has sometimes becn said thal nakshtra dasas, Vin- 
shottari in particular, are rather empirical and that 
the periods allotted 10 the different plancts, arbitrary, 
There have been attempts in the past to explain its 
modus operandi with some measure of success, 


In vinshottart, we find oul the correct nirayana 
longitude of the Moon atl birth, and from that we find 
out the nakshatra, which the Moon occupies and later, 
the distance yet to be traversed by the Moon in the 
same nakshatya. The latter we equate to the corres- 
ponding planetary period. We then add the next 
planetary period and so on. 


In the above process the following actors are 
involved, the Moon’s position in the fixed zodiac ; 
nakshalvas or zodiacal divisions in angular distance of 
13°-20' each ; a given order of planctary periods ; and 
given planclary years. 

It is essential that we should understand in the 
very beginning that nakshatras are no more than 
pockets of distance in a fixed order and that our an- 
cjents calculated the longitudes of plancts in terms 
of nakshatvas. ‘The Moon has no more to do with them 
than any other planct. Let us take the factors men- 
toned in the Jast para in a convenient order, Why 
should the planctary periods start, even though for 
the sake of starting, with Krittika and the Sun? It 
is common knowledge that the conception of dividing 
the zodiac into nakshatras is as old as the Vedas and 
that, each nakshatra has one devata or lord. It has 
been said that at Vedic times, the fixed First Point 
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of Aries coincided with the Krittika nakshatra and the 
Sun is the acknowledged lord of that nakshatva. An 
alternative explanation is that Sun being the King of 
planets it was natural to start the planctary periods 
with the Sun. 

The order Sun, Moon, Mars, Rahu, Jupiter, 
Saturn, Mercury, Kethu, Venus will then be casy 
of comprehension, because they are the respective 
lords of the nakshatyvas immediately following Krit- 
tika, When we are asked to add the planetary 
periods in the above order, we have to understand 
that either the Moon at birth is bemg progressed, or 
that the zodiacal point at which the Moon lies at birth, 
is being progressed, It is immaterial for our purpose 
which of these is meant ; but the operation amounts 
to progression. 

It has been shown that the angular distance of 
each uakshatva 1s 13°20’ and a full life-cycle of. 
x~20 years is covered by the nine periods together 
pts a0 gives 120°, Thus by the time the Moon 
has, progressed 120 degrees, the life-cycle of 120 will 
end. On an avdrage, ii may now be granted, that, 
the progressing of the moon by a degree has been 
equated to a year of life.* 


The next point to be explained is this: whilo the 
angular distance of the nakshatras are equal, why 
are the corresponding planctary periods dissimilar, 
and grotesquely so? T feel that this dissimilarity has 
some relation to the distance of the sakshatvas in 
ares ; or possibly, has been related to ihe time taken 
by planets to traverse individual sakshaivas, The 
figures 6, 10, 7, 18, 16, 19, 17, 7, 20 are only propor~- 
tions from which all the common factors have been 
removed. Is it difficult Lo imagine a colossal tra- 
jectory like the zodiacal arc which could be divided 
in the above proportion? Or better still, the time

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taken for travelling those distances be divided in the 
above proportion? You will notice Lhat there is 
no symmetry in the figures. 


It is well known that these figures do not have 
any relation to known astronomical facts like the 
idmensions of the plancts or Lheir rates of motion etc. 


For purposes of simplicity, it may be recalled that 
the Moon is progressed by one degree cach year im 
vinshotiari system. Itis noteworthy that although our 
ancients were in full possession of the ‘degrees’ (bhagas 
as they called them) they didn’t use them for purposes 
of dasa prediction. Otherwise our dasa system will 
be very much simpler. Each dogree of the zodiac 
could be interpreted easily. But why they chose the 
uneven figures speaks volumes of their precise know- 
ledge of astronomy and their desire not to over- 
simplify things, like our Western friends who have 
‘allen into the trap by their “one degree a year’ 
nethod. 


The next point to be considered is the choice of 
the Moon as the starting point in life, in preference 
to the lagna and the Sun. It should also be remem- 
bered that the Moon is the starting point in Gochara 
or transit too. I may mention that our sages consi- 
dered thal the Moon exercised the greatest influence 
aver man’s evolution. Indus Sarvatra Bijabhaha that 
is How a writer puls it. The Moon is the seed of all 
astrological problems. If we consider the winshottari 
as the progressing of tho Moon, it becomes the focus- 
sing poimt of the combined planetary influence from 
which it is transferred 10 the human body, This is 
not inconsistent with other well-known phenomena 
like the seasons and favvas One cannot improve on 
this grand conception of our ancients; the perfect 
orchestration of planetary influences in which all the 
units are uniquely dovetailed. 
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Before proceeding further it may now be asked, 
what about the rest of the zodiac? It is easy to 
answer thal: when man lives more than 120 years 
we shall think about it. But I have a fecling that 
although I haven’t come across any authoritative 
staicment io that effect, they may have reference to 
our past and future births: 


Now it is just conceivable that we could treat 
planets other than the Moon, too, in the above manner. 
I mean we can subject them to vinshottari, Of course, 
the nakshatras, their lords, and planetary periods will 
remain constant. They are just roads on which. 
anybody can travel. No doubt there are no guides 
along this path as in the case of the Moon where a 
host of writers from Parasara have put up sign-posts 
in stone. But an effort is worth the while. 


Take for instance the Sun. His longitude is 
found ; from that the wakshatra balance; from that 
the outstanding dasa. Thus we can find the dasa and 
bhuktt at any given time in life. It is worth cxamin- 
ing if known events in life having the Sun as signifi- 
cator, have any bearing on this calculation. I have 
personally found several astounding results, It is 
my clesire that all serious students of astrology may 
profitably cxplore this avenue, 


CHAPTER 21 
TRANSITS (Indian Method) 


Tue method of transit was also handled by ancient 
Indian astrologers for the purpose of predicting 
future events. The name by which this method is 
“known in the Indian system is Gochava. There is, 
however, one difference. In the Indian system, the 
house of the Moon at birth is taken as the first house 
for purposes of Gochara calculations, In the following 
patagraphs the effects of the transits of the plancts in 
the twelve different houses, counted from the Moon’s 
house at birth are tabulated. 


The following effects will be felt only when the 
vedha places of the planets are not vitiated by the 
presence of incompatibles as tabulated here,

(8th) Death of near relative, public dis- 
approval, confinement. (gth) Fall in income.’ (roth) 
Disease, humiliation, wandering. (zxrth) Gain in 
money and woman, reward. (xz2th) Accident, sorrow, 
expenses, 

Raku and Kelu wield the same influences as 
Mars and Saturn respectively, 


Of these planets, Sun and Mars will usher their 
influences immediately as they enter the houses ; 
Jupiter and Venus while half-way in the houses ; 
paturn at the time of leaving the houses; Moon and 
Mercury all through their sojourn, 

It should be borne in mind that the effects 
‘enumerated above will be modified by the strength 
or weakness by position, rulership and aspects of 
their planets. For instance besides the vedha positions 
already explained, an aspect between a good and bad 
planet neutralises the effects of both, whereas the 
bad aspect, of two bad planets will increase the bad 
effects. The good effects of a weak planet will 
naturally become weak like milk mixed with water. 
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The Moon just becomes an amplifier of the good 
or bad effects indicated by the different plancts with 
which it becomes associated during its short sojourn 
in the different houses. 


This method should always be handled jointly 
with the dasa system, checking one by the other as it 
were, And, however beneficent a planct may be 
in its gift during transit, the dasa period should permit 
the same to be taken full advantage of. Turther, 
while pronouncing ,opinions by this method, the 
results of all the plancts in the different houses should 
be considered, for, the net effect alone should be taken. 


CHAPTER 22 
RECTIFICATION OF HOROSCOPES 


In view of the fact that correct birth times are not 
always available and in many cases no data at all 
are known except perhaps the date of birth and 
place, the student of astrology should, before anything, 
reassure himself as to the correctness of a horoscope 
before him. This he can surely do. For instance, 
he can see that certain major events in the man’s life— 
learnt by questioning—do fit in with the prognostica- 
tions of the chart. 


Case (i) —Let us begin with a case where we have 
a horoscope whose indications do not at all correspond 
to the known events in the individual’s life. Ob- 
viously the horoscope is wrongly cast. The lagna 
must be verified first, and then the positions of other 
planets. 

Now, in nine out of ten cases, the time of birth 
should have been a few minutes earlier than that given 
out, This of course does not rule out the other pos- 
sibility. Only it is safer to assume, in doubtful cases, 
that the actual time of birth should have been earlier 
for obvious reasons. 


If the horoscope is cast by the Indian system its. 
correctness should be vouched for by any one of these 
requirements, 

(1) The Jagna should be in trine with the 
house which the Moon occupies, or to the house 
which is seventh from the latter. 


(2) Multiply the time of birth expressed in: 
ghatis (x hr.=2$ ghatis) by 4; add the number 
of the tentative lagna counted from Mesha to 
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the product ; divide the sum so got by 247; we 
get a quoticnt and a remainder. Neglect the 
former and take the latter only. This number 
indicates a wnakshatva counted from Ashwind, 
Now this vakshatra should be the same as the 
nakshalya of birth, or the roth or roth from it. 


(3) Take the nivayana longitude of the Moon 
4e., longitude from which ayanamea has been sub- 
tracted, Multiply it by 81. Calculate at the rate 
of 60” ==1'; 60'=1° 3 30° =z Rast and 12 Rasis= 
I Mandala. Leave out mandala. The nakshatra 
indicated by the rest should he the same as the 
nakshatra at bith or the roth, or roth from it, 


Lf the /agua of the doubtful chart docs not corres- 
“pond to any one of the above requirements, subtract 
a few minutcs or otherwise adjust the time of birth 
(in any case it should not go beyond 30 mts. either 
way) till any one of the requirements is satisfied. 


After fixing up the time of birth, the planetary 
positions should be checked wilh tho aid of an ephe- 
meris of the year of birth. 


Case (it)—-Suppose we are confronted by a man 
who knows nothing beyond his panma-nekshaira, We 
must supplement this meagre data by cliciting what 
we can from him regarding the month of birlh, In 
most cases the month can be found. [ven without 
that we can proceed. His personal appearance, likes 
and dislikes must be able to help fix up the lagna. 
His age must help fix the slow moving planets like 
Saturn and Jupiter. Some major events like mar- 
riage, death of father or mother, serious accidents— 
these will supply the clue for other planets. In short 
you must reverse the process af prediction for recon- 
siructing a horoscope. This is of course risky ; but 
experience must make the job casy. 
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WESTERN SYSTEM 


If, however, the horoscope is cast according to 
the Western system in Case (it) the method is entirely 
inalogous to the one detailed above. 


In cases of doubtful horoscopes, however, two 
mportant methods are handled of which we shall 
lescribe only one as the other involves higher mathe- 
natics. 


We have stated that the M.C. in a horoscope 
noves forward at the rate of 1° which we took to signify 
ye year of life and that the positions of planets on each 
lay following birth indicated the events of each year 
‘ollowing birth, We now have just to reverse the 
srocess for purposes of rectification. 


Let us suppose that in the horoscope of Hitler the 
rirth time is uncertain. Then we take the major events 
of his life one by one. We know that he lost his father . 
ub r2 years of age. So, the progressed M.C. must 
1ave been in conjunction with the place of Saturn at 
chat time, In other words the true M.C. must be 
tbout 12° behind Saturn’s position. We thus arrive 
it the true M.C. by subtracting 12° from the longitude 
{ Saturn, Once the M.C. is fixed, the other houses are 
asily fixed, 


In practice, we proceed to work on rectification in 
his manner, We turn to the Tables of Houses for the 
equired latitude and run the eye down the column 
levoted (x) to the roth house to see if, during the life 
f the man (at the rate of 1° per year), the degree of 
he M.C. approximately coincides with the longitude 
f any planet in the horoscope. Similarly we procced 
a the case of (2) Ascendant, (3) cusp of the 7th house 
nd (4) cusp of 4th house. If there is any coinci- 
lence, we consider the nature of the planet, the 
couse it governs and the influence it receives, and see 
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if the known event coincides with what is indicated, 
This is, as might casily be inferred, the reverse process 
of Primary Direction. 

In a similar manner you can invert the process of 
Secondary Directions also, We do not propose to go 
into its details since a little thinking is all that is 
required lo do it. 


CHAPTER 23 
AROOD OR HORARY ASTROLOGY 


Aroop or Horary astrology is a very interesting 
branch of the science and perhaps the most useful one 
in our day-to-day life. We shall describe its technique 
in this chapter. 


Such questions as the time of getting employment, 
about stolen property, anxiety about a relative who is 
overdue to arrive or about the outcome of a work on 
hand—these are easily answered by recourse to this 
branch, 


Suppose a man comes to you with a difficulty of 
the above nature, Note the exact time of the query 
and cast a horoscope for that time. For that we pro- 
ceed exactly as we would if it were the time of birth 
ofachild. Insert the planets as well. Then interpret 
it according 10 the nature of the question. We shall 
indicate a few methods of approach. ~ 


Or in the alternative ask him to mention a 
number below 108 on the spur of the moment. Divide 
the number by x2 and leaving the quotient, take the 
remainder as the rising sign and place the planets 
as on that day at that time in the horoscope. 

In general, presence of benefics Jupiter and Venus 
in the lagna or the aspect of the lord of lagna to it 
will indicate favourable result, Presence of Mandi 
or other evil planets in the 8th house invariably means 
destruction. 


(1) Will my present undertaking succeed ? 


Absence of malefics in kendyas, ivtkonas and the 
eighth place and presence of benefics in kendras and 
ivtkonas suggest success. The thing will succeed im- 
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mediately if Jupiter and Venus are situated together 
in the second or third house. Contrary positions in- 
dicate contrary results. 

(2) Will I gain from the present undertaking 2 

Presence of benefics in the third, fifth, seventh, 
and eleventh houses indicates affirmative result, and 
malefics thercin indicate Lhe opposite result, 

(3) Will I be shortly employed ? 

Yes, if benefics occupy the seventh and tenth 
houses and no, if malefics occupy these places or even 
afflict these placcs. 

(4) When shall I expect the arrival of my relative ? 

If the /agua is a movable sign he is on the way 3, 
if fixed he has not yet startod ; if common sign un- 
decided. 

3) Wili I recover from my illness ? 

Yes, if the first, fifth, seventh and cighth houses 
we well aspected and benelics occupy them. 
6) Wilt I recover the stolen property ? 

Yes, if the first and eleventh houses aro well 
aspecled and occupied by benefics. If the rising sign 
is fixed, say that the article was stolen by his own 
people. 

(7) Will I marry soon ? 

Yes, if the rising sign is oven and Venus occupies 
an even sign, 

(8) My wife is in the family way ; will she give birth 
to a male or female child ? 

Male, if the rising sign is odd and Jupiter occupies 
an odd sign. If even in both cases, then female child, 
Also consider the lord of the rising sign and that of the 
fifth house for confirmation. 

The above are only a few of the possible questions. 
All other questions, thercfore, should be tackled on 
these lines. 


CHAPTER 24 
NATIONAL AND FINANCIAL ASTROLOGY 


FrnanciaL astrology is a vast subject capable of 
treatment in a separate book by itself. Yel it is 
thought advisable to give the reader some notion 
about it so that as soon as he has succeeded in mas- 
tering the principles contained in this book he can 
specialisé in this branch of the subject, should he have 
a liking for it, without much trouble. 


The finance of individuals has been described in 
the earlier chapters of the book and what is proposed 
to be done in this chapter is to indicate the lines on 
which the finance of companies and countries, should 
be studied according to the Western system, 


CoMPANIES 


If we are interested in investments il is quite 
natural that we like to know something about the 
future of the company or public body etc., in which 
we are going 1o invest our money. If the planets 
are held to shape the life of men and women, it stands 
to reason to believe that they have everything to do 
with the life of nations, firms or public utility concerns 
which are only made up of a body of individuals. 
And it has been observed that the planets do respond 
1o the affairs of the above, 


To begin with we proceed exactly as in the case 
of individual nativities. We have first of all to erect 
a horoscope for the birth-times of companies, In ihe 
case of countrics, this method is obviously impossible 
but each country has becn assigned a certain sign 
as will be explained later. When I say birth, it means. 
the time when the business was declared open or the- 
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day of its commencement. 11 may so happen that 
one does not know of the exact time or date of the 
opening of a business house, being very old. Then 
some such method as we have used in the case of lost 
horoscopes will have to be used*, 

Now the significators in the horoscopes of this 
kind will be, the Ascendant, Midhcaven, Sun and Moon, 


The Sun will represent the individnality, vitality 
and dignity of the subject, 7.2, the company. The 
Moon will represent the public in relation to the 
enterprise, Hence it gocs without saying that one 
should have a favourable Moon while commencing a 
business, Mars will indicate the spirit of enterprise, 
pioneemg, energy and bullish tendency. Mercury 
will stand for managerial skill, Jupiler’s domain 
is over expansion, profit, confidence, note of optimism 
and sense of casc. Venus controls finance and 
money, artistic designs, support of women clienis 
etc. Saturn will have a steadying effect on the market 
and will make you count the chicks before they are 
hatched. Uranus has much to do with the promotion 
of sales through publicity and modern methods of 
transport etc. Neptune stands for the deceptive 
valucs of business, while Pluto will serve the under- 
‘dog through unions and other social amenities, 


House INpications 


The following are the house indications: rst— 
nature of the enterprise, its individuality and leader- 
ship, 2nd—finance and other resources. 3rd—cor~ 
respondence, journey and other methods of distribu- 
tion, 4lh—the real foundation of the business, 5th 
speculative activities. 6ih—siate of employees, 
their efficiency etc. zth—relation with the public in 
a variety of ways. 8th—loans and other credits. 
‘oth—long-term planning, legal matters, roth—re-

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putation of executive heads etc, rzih—ihe hold on 
the public, policy of the company and quality of goods. 
rath—sccret encmics and subversive activities. 


Cardinal signs are powerhouses capable of great 
activity initiative and drive. Method, caution, and 
stability are the hall-marks of Fixed signs while lack 
of determination, constant changes and superficial 
administration characterise the Mutable signs. 


Earthly signs have a special significance in finan- 
cial astrology, in view of their being the 2nd, 6th and 
toth from Aries, These special significances ioo will 
be on the lines of the nature of the and, 6th and roth 
houses in a human nativity. 


Planets in their own, exalted or friendly and 
harmonic signs will exert themselves for the good of 
the concern or proposition. 


A favourable combination between Saturn and 
Uranus brings about great activity in business; a 
conjunction between them causes bearish effects 
whereas the combination betwcen Jupiter and Uranus 
causes bullish tendency, The top and bottom prices 
are reached according as this combination is favour- 
able or otherwise 10 the horoscope in question. 


The effects of planets, especially those that move 
slowly, will be felt even before their actual participa- 
' tion m the particular area. 
Neptune is the dreaded planet for speculators 
as it will cause great ups and downs in the market. 
Eclipses have catastrophic effecls both upon 
companies and nations", the same occurring in the 
roth house causing damages to the credit of the firms ; 
in the rst, rocking the very foundations of the concern, 
i.¢., its existence ; in the Sun’s place causing trouble 
to the proprictors ; in the Moon's place, bringing about

discontent among the clicnis; and in the place of 
Foriuna, causing damages to the funds of Lhe orga- 
nisation. 
ComMobIrins 

When it comes to the question of the commodity 
market, the problem spreads iisclf over the whole 
civilised world and the problem directs itself primarily 
1o the chicf sources of supply. In other words, one 
must consider a horoscope which is sct up for a parti- 
cular place which is the chief source of supply for that 
commodity. 


In the case of cotton, New Orleans and New York 
are the principal sources and their respective Ascen- 
dants and M. C.’s are Gemini 27 dog., Cancer 14 deg, 
and Pisces 3 deg. and Pisces 24 dog. According as 
these points are affected by one planet or other, the 
prices of cotton will fluctuate. 


Some other ae centres have the Lollowing 
Ascendants and M. C.’s; Bombay—Scorpio 2, and 
Leo 7 ; London—Gemini 18 and Virgo 20 ; ete. 


The Sun in financial and national astrology stands 
for periods of prosperily and recovery, especially con- 
ditions resulling from good governance. In parti- 
cular it is a significator for gold and gold mining 
shares ; luxury ; jewellery lrade ; municipal and gov- 
ermment undertakings; government issues. It indi- 
cates capital cities of the world, Rome in particular 
and diamond fields. 


The Moon stands for extreme fluctuations of 
commodities and security prices; instability and in-' 
consistency of share quotations, caused by industrial 
and political mutations, In particular, it is a signi- 
ficator for retail irades, food of the masses, water 
supply, milk, hotel and catering trades, poultry, fishery ; 
pearl, shippin, companies, navy and its personnel.” 
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especially with Neptune; silver and silver market. 
It covers sea-coast, harbour and bays. 


Mars stands for panic booms and slumps, espe- 
cially those caused by war scares. It is an indicator 
for wars, export trade, bureaucralic undertakings, 
heavy industries, iron and steel production. It covers 
theatres of war, iron-fields and the tropics generally. 


Mercury does much the same work as Moon, It 
is associated with fluctuations, instability born out of 
popular scares, It governs transport shares, motor 
car industry, printing, newspapers, publicity and 
propaganda ; the metal mercury and cotton. It has 
sway over all lines of communication, price of silver, 


Jupiter is responsible for prosperity waves, ap- 
preciation in the production of standard commodities, 
expanding markets, It is a significator for tin and 
mining shares, woollen textiles, colonial enterprises and 
juxury trades, especially along with Sun. 


Venus is the indicator for trade and financial 
recoveries in general, peace and prosperous conditions. 
It is a significator for cotton textile trade, interior 
decoration, entertainment industry, and copper. It 
covers wheat-field. 


Saturn denotes periods of depression, scarcity, 
adverse weather conditions, falling markets, It 
goveriis agriculture, especially cereals, coal mining, 
Jead mining, and the metal lead. It covers deserts 
and the Arctic regions. 


Uranus governs lightning panics and strikes, 
sudden unaccountable scares, market fluctuations 
caused by political causes. It is a significator for 
electric plants, current and grid systems, aviation 
industry, motor car trade along with Mercury. IL 
further indicates atomic weapons, scientific devices, 
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radio activily with Neptune. It has rule over carth’s 
almosphere and clevated places, 

Neptune is responsible for unaccountable develop- 
ments in industry and trade as also national policy 
brought about by subversive political activity. IL 
rules over cosmic and terrestrial forces upon agriculture 
and stock-raising, radio-aclivily with Uranus, oil wells, 
production and sale of synthetic and natural rubber, 
rayon, strange and new drugs, shipping and maritime 
industrics with Moon. It has influence over rubber 
plantations and industrial gases. 


Pluto stands for the rising consciousness of labour 
and the various social security measures like health 
insurance, unemployment insurance, the idea of profit- 
sharing, co-partnership between labour and capital, 
nationalisation scheme, etc. The same planet was 
responsible for the managerial revolution concept 
during the war years, in ils carlior phase. 

The signs of which the above are lords, favour 
only similar commodities, just as is the case in the 
other branch of astrology. 


So what all one has to do in forecasting market 
conditions is 1o note the planctary positions as on a 
arlicular day or weck as the case may be, and find ' 
by the rule-of-thumb method the different dispositions 
of the planets, whether they are in congonial places, 
aspected and conjoined by favourable planets and 
predict the result with reference to the different 
indications’ of the plancts. When predicting markets | 
in a@ general way* a0 particulary Ascendant necd be 
looked for ; take the celestial figure as it ts 4.¢,, treating 
the First Point of Aries as the Ascendant, 


COUNTRIES 


When predicting the allairs of countries the same 
principles are employed with this difference that you , 


* Except when you know of one, 
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should take the different Ascendants for different 
countries as found below. 
Ayies—England, Germany, Peru, Syria. 
Taurus—tireland, Persia, Poland, Cypress, Asia 
Minor, White Russia.

The passage of planets like Saturn and Uranus 
will bring about adverse price conditions, Jupiter 
causing prices to advance. The effect of some con- 
junctions has already been described, 


The conjunction between Mars and Uranus or 
one between Mars and Saturn will indicate great 
periods of trial for countries when insurrections on the 
political side and heavy sagging in prices of commo- 
dities on the economic front will be met with. Uranus 
and Saturn in conjunction will mark the highest of 
such troubles for the countries affected. 


Eclipses, as it has been already pointed out, will 
bring about national calamities like the death of 
leaders or kings, famines and other misfortunes. 
These effects do not become apparent immediately, 
but only when a malefic like Mars passes across or 
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oppose the affected area. And these things will hap- 
pen more in the countries where the cclipse is visible 
than clsewhere. 

Scrips 


In the experience of the author, the following 
sayan lagnas answer the scrips wiiilen against cach; 
when thercfore these laguas are influenced. favourably 
or otherwise by planctary movements (sayan) rise 
and fall in the prices should be predicted. Moon 
being the quickest planct, her position cach day and 
hour should help indicate price movements, 


Everyday you must crect a horoscope for each 
scrip with its lagna as given in the Table and mark 
the planels according 1o saya longitude in the various 
houses, as though cach were a child. From the as- 
pects reccived by the lagna, lord of lagna, etc., the 
fluctuations should be predicted.

It is pretty easy to find out the price movements 
of the king metals—gold and silver. The kavakas for 
them (prices) are respectively Sun and Mercury. AIL 
that you have to do is to watch the movements of 
these two planets in relation to other planets by 
referring to their longitudes, 


Here is a practical method. Take hold of Ra- 
phael’s Ephemerts. Towards the end there is a section 
called Complete Aspectarian. In that section the 
aspects formed between all planets each day and their 
lime in G.M.T, are given. You must take the parti- 
cular day and pick out the aspects in which the Sun 
(for gold) and Mercury (for silver) are involved, Note 
them down separately along with the time and the 
mark G, g, B, b, etc. Since these times are G.M.T. 
you must add hrs. 5.30 to each, which will give I.S,T. 
G¥means, as you may know, very good ; g tolerably 
good. ; B very bad and b rather bad etc. From these 
indications you can understand that the price structure 
will move up or come down, 


In so calculating, the position of Sun or Moon 
should be borne in mind, whether it is occupying its 
own, tuchcha or friend’s house which will make an 
appreciable difference in the assessment. 


Corton 


As already mentioned, Mercury is the haraka 
for cotton production and Venus cotton price struc- 
ture. As explained in the case of bullion, you must 
pick out those aspects that contain Venus and Mercury, 
their time converted to IST and they should be inter- 

reted in the samc manner. Due consideration should 

e given to house positions of Venus and Mercury, 
This is a practical way of predicting speculative com- 
modifies. 
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Gemini rules over agricultural products and parti- 
cularly as has been pointed out carlier, over cotton, 
To a lesser extent it affects the prices of scrips relating 
to this commodity. 


Hence when Mercury passes through his own, 
friendly or exalted signs, the growth will be luxuriant, 
Therefore the commodity will be abundant. Prices 
will therefore fall down. 


While Mercury is retrograde, mandi conditions. 
will prevail. 


When Mercury moves quickly, rates will advance. 


When Jupiter aspects it, there will be a defla- 
tionary tendency, 


When malefics afflict Mercury, inflationary prices. 
will prevail, due to the same reason. 


When 8 conjoins Venus, prices come down. 
When 8 conjoins 9|, prices come down. 
When 9 stays in Kataka, prices come down. 


Mar’s conjunction with Mercury presages a trying- 
time in the market. Prices will collapse, even as. 
Jupiter's. 


Mercury’s conjunction with Saturn brings about 
two-way movement. The same is the case when 
mercury and Uranus join. 


Before ending I should like to utter a word of 
warning. The above notes are only meant to guide 
you. They do not guarantee any result; they are 
mentioned only for study purposes. 
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Early in September 1949, the present author wrote 
in the “Indian Astrologer’ as follows—— ‘ 


“On the 7th of October there occurs a full lunar 
eclipse, which fortunately will not be visible in 
India. It occurs in the first sign, Aries. Tradi-- 
tionally this sign is identified with England. Other 
countries signified, in a minor way, are Denmark, 
France, Germany, Syria. By common consent a 
country which is afflicted by an eclipse comes to: 
great difficulties, the nature of which is determined 
by the aspects and other planetary positions. This. 
is a cardinal sign and is opposed by the chaos- 
breeding Neptune, a major malefic and also a 
retrograde Mercury, from the house of finance, 
banking and’ exchange. We have to infer therefore 
that British securities will suffer due to diverse 
misfortunes and relapses. National trade will be 
adversely affected. Political and economic muta-- 
tions of a democratic character must be expected. 
Even devaluation of currency is possible in the countries 
indicated,” 


Despite the strong protestations of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer till the last moment to the contrary,. 
the British sterling was devalued at about that time. 
France followed, 


Similarly, the last demonetisation of the high deno- 
mination Indian currency was predicted by the- 
author, 


June 1954 saw the crossing of the Rubicon by Tata 
Ordinary, shooting upto new higher levels. That was. 
only the logical consequence of 9, lord of X, the sign 
of that scrip, moving towards its exaltation point at 
that time and also in trine aspect to the sign—not 
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lo speak of the house of speculation it occupied, 9 
was also moving lowards ihe conjunction with m. 


‘Al about the same time the Silver and Cotton 
markels were in doldrums, because of the following 
reasons, ‘he price of silver staried moving down 
since 8 entered 2, vide rule on Lop of p, 152, Subse- 
quently 8 joined 9}, then 9, thus bringing about a 
surfeit of that commodity. Finally in Junc, 8 became 
retrograde—all these pointed 10 the only conclusion, 
namely, decline of prices. 


@ 4° is the Asc. for New York and Jupiter 
approaching that point inevitably brought about 
prosperity on the production side, causing a decline 
in prices due to the law of supply and demand. 


The total Solar eclipse of Junc 30th closed up the 
ear of these causes of decline. 


CHAPTER 25 
ASTROLOGY IN EVERYDAY LIFE 


Although from a knowledge of the previous chap- 
ters it will be possible for the intelligent reader to 
pick and choose the needs of everyday, I am giving 
here an outline of how astrology can help you even 
in your routine matters, 


In this chapter I am not referring to special 
events or events of far-reaching character which should 
be dealt with separately. What I propose to confine 
myself to in this chapter is only the day-to-day work 
of an average man in this country. 


As a tule, it is advisable to avoid Rahu and choose

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So far as the personal luck of cach individual 
on cach day is concerned, it should be found out by 
gochar method as already outlined. We shall now 
indicate the different vibrations obtaining on each day 
so that we can utilise the good ones for contemplated 
actions. 


Take up Raphacl’s Ephemeris lor the current year, 
Turn towards the end, You will find a section de- 
voted to Complete Aspectarian. In this section all 
the aspects formed of all the planets each day are 
recorded and the time of formation in cach case is also 
found along with the remark, G, B, g, b, D, etc. I 
have explained the meaning of these symbols already 
and the method of converting the time found there into 
IST, z.¢,, by adding hrs. 5-30. 


Take up the particular day you want. Note down 
fl the aspects and the time against cach in IST. 
aterpret the aspects in the following manner. Those 
ffects will be prevalent ai ihe time found against 
gach aspect. It is upto you to choose that time or 
leave it according to your needs, 


You need not worry about wivayna or sayana 
here, because ayanansa is a common factor hetween 
both the aspecling planels and the time will therefore 

eabsolutc. That is all you want to know Jor this 
urpose. 

Swn—denotes high personages, personal health 
and large busincss, 


Moon—stands for physical motion, travel, and 
retail trade. 

Mays—indicates adventure, sport, new enterprise, 
mechanical work, constructional work, quarrel or 
misunderstanding. 

Mercury—stands for education, newspaper-work, 
communication and retail trade. 
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Jupiter—Religion, law, finance and cash transac- 
tions, children. 


Venus—Women, fun, entertainment, clothes, 
jewels, 


Satuyn—Servants, land, agriculture, laziness, 
slowness. 


Uvranus—publicity, propaganda, aviation, cinema, 
inspiration or sudden activities. 


Neptune—Sea, the navy, oil, fluid trades, political 
mutations, chaos. 


Pluto—The underdog, labour welfare, social 
amenities. 


With the above knowledge, aspects should be 
interpreted according as they are benefic or inimical. 


Moon square Neptune will indicate. adverse results 
so far as sea travel is concerned, Jupiter trine Moon 
will mean excellent conditions for finance. Sun Square 
Saturn will mean that master and servant will be at 
loggerheads or estate matters will be in depreciated 
or adverse conditions. When Venus is in opposition, 
say, to Jupiter, ii means you would spend money on 
jewels for women at that time. Mercury trine Moon 
is good. for writing letters, etc, 


This method is so simple and yet so effective that 
with practice, it will become automatic and you will 
have devised a daily guide of your own. For, the 
lesson that we learn from astrology is to try to avoid 
pitfalls and make use of favourable indications to 
better advantage.
